Burns; that young Brooks was introduced to 
her last September. They learned that she 
called at Brooks’ office on Friday afternoon, 


‘and that she was with him there at 6:30 on 


Friday evening. 
Miss Burns Is Arrested. , 
The police then called on Mies Burns at 
her home and asked her to go to police 
headquarters. She_agreed to go. She was 
only told that Walter . Brooks was sick. 


| While at police headquarters the Burns girl 


' was identified by George Washington, the 
colored bell boy of the Glen Island Hotel, as 
the woman who had gone to the hotel with 
Brooks, picking her out from a group of 
women. The girl was then locked up. 


Denies Knowledge of Killing. 
The story which the girl told of herself and 
Brooks was brief. She said: 
‘¢] do not Know why I have been arrested, 
but I suppose it is in connection with some 
shooting. I think that it is what the police

The child was lured away from St. Agatha's 
Convent, Forty-ninth street and Evans ave- 
nue, by a woman supposed to be an aunt. 
Ghe returned home weeping, unkempt, and 
wearing different clothes from those she 
wore on Thursday. It was only in detached 
sentences that she could be induced ‘to talk, 
and those who have seen her are convinced 
that she was threatened with punishment if 
she told where she had been. Several times 
when questioned she assumed an expression 
of fear and said she would be whipped if she 


told. 


Taken from City on a Train. 

Mrs. Dryden has concluded that her. 

daughter wae taken from the city in a rail- 
road train. This opinionis based on the little 
girl’s expression, ‘‘ choo-choo cars with a big 
lamp in front.” The child told of seeing 
many boys and girls. There were women 
about the place, which was described as a 
“ big red house,’’ but no men. : 
“The stick hurt me awfully,”’ she said, as 
she told of being whipped. From what could 
be elicited by the mother Marie was so 
frightened by her surrougdings that she 
slept under the bed.

Killing of Young Horace 


Sehrodes Is Followed by 
: Seven Arrests and Five 
Confessions. 


TELL OF STORE TRAGEDY. | 


Grocer’s Helper, Assert Self-Ad- 
mitted Robbers, Was Shot - 
by Men Now Behind 
the Bars. 


PLUCKY FIGHT, THEN DEATH. 


Five of seven men arrested yesterday de- 
clared to the police last night that two of 
their number murdered Horace Schrodes, 
the 16-year-old grocer’s clerk who was shot 
to death by holdup men on the morning’ of 
Jan, 29. 

The men who are said to have killed the 
boy are Charles Miller and George W. Ellis. 
The other prisoners; who accuse ‘them, are 
John Vero, John Stafford, John Heine, John 
Baske, and Frank Koales. 

The five prisoners who say Miller.and Ellis 
murdered young Schrodes admit that they 
are members of a gang of robbers and say 
they have operated extensively on the West} 
Side, committing holdups and ~ burglaries 
there and escaping to the South Side by 
means of the Metropolitan elevated trains, 

Police Follow Vague Clew. 

‘Schrodes was shot down by masked men 
who attempted to rob the store of his em- 
ployer, G. C. Byrnes, Sacramento aveflue and 
Lexington street, at 4:30 a. m. The only 
clew was the fact that the med fied to the 
elevated structure and boarded an east-bound 
train. 

Descriptions of gang who had. 
committing robberies on the West Side and 
j returning to the South side on the Metro- 
politan lines were obtained, and yesterday 
six men were arrested in the Marshall orpieas 
870 State street. 

The men who were arrested by Doleoves 
O’Mara and Dodd ef the Warren Avenue 


| Station were Vero, Stafford, Heine, Baske, 


Miller, and Ellis. Confessions were secured 


from the first four, who declared that Miller | 
and Ellis committed the murder. 


Later in 
the day Koales was arrested. He, too, con- 
fessed. 
Story of Boy’s Murder. 
According to stories told by: Heine and 
young es¥was shot down after 
emptying his révolver at the holdup men. 


THe" Confessions of all-five of the prisoners 


coincide as to the return of Miller and, Bilis 
to the hotel immediately after the shooting. 

The men are said to have told their com- 
panions of a revolver battle with an un- 
known boy in a grocery store in Sacramento 
avenue. As the masked mén entered the 
door young Schrodes is said to have reachca 
for his revolver, which had been’ laid behind 
the counter. The command of the men to 
throw up his hands was disobeyed and the 
lad began firing. — 

The men retreated to the door, returning 
the fire, and when the’ boy’s weapon had 


been emptied he was seen to fall.

One Limps; Blood Seen. 

According to the confessions, blood could 
be seen on Miller’s trousers, and-the - man 
limped, although he is said to have de- 
clared that he was not wounded. While 
telling the story Ellis is said to have searched 
his pockets and complained of the loss of 
the mask he had worn. | : 

Koaler declares that Miller and Elis ex- 
hibited their revolvers, which had been dis- 
charged, and the caliber of the weapons is 
said to tally with the bullets found in 
Schrodes’ body and in the walls of the store. 

During the morning after the shooting a 
black mask was found by a child near the 
store where the boy was killed, but the mask 
was destroyed before the police were in- 
formed of the matter. After telling their 


story to their companions the alleged mur- 


derers are said to haye gone to Ellis’ room in 
a Clark street hotel, where the mask and 
trousers were destroyed. The men are said 
to have disappeared for several days follow- 
ing the shooting, returning two weeks ago. 
Tell of Other Holdups. 3 
In addition to the shooting of young Schro- 
des, the men are said to have been connected 
with other holdups on the West Side. In 


the robbery committed In the saloon of P. 


T. McCarthy, 254 South Halsted street, the 
holdup men exchanged shots with the pur- 
suing bartender, William Connell, who had 
followed them to the platform of the Halsted 
street structure. 

Few operations were carried on by the 
gang on the South Side, the only one to which 
the quintet confessed being the robbery of 
John Maloney, a Toronto, Ont., farmer, who 
was held up near the Polk street depot, three 
weeks ago, and relieved of $100 and his 
watch, 

The records of the men, according to the 
police, show that Miller has served a term 
in Pontiac, while Ellis, who is a resident of 
Buffalo, has served a term in the House of 
Correction since coming West. Vero, who 
also is known as Le Clare, has been a Joliet 
prisoner twice.

of the employés of the Census office who 
are to be retained in the permanent estab- 
lishment, It involved the entire civil service 
question, and the debate covered much of 
the ground that heretofore has been gone 
over in Congressional debates. 

Among the amendments adopted were one 
that persons who had served in any war and 
the widows of veterans be given preference, 
one that all employés except unskilled jabor- 
ers in the bureau when the act is passed be 
placed under civil service, and one providing 
an assistant director, at a salary of $4,000.

EXPLORING VENEZUELA. 


M, Carington of New York Pene- 
trate Interior of Country, and It Is 
Said Both Succumb to Hardships— 
Former’s Wife and Mother, in This 
City,. Hear Sad News —_Report 
Brought to Coast by Indians. . : 


George Arthur Flavelle of this city and 
Charles M. Carington of New York, young 
explorers, are reported dead in the jungles 
of the unexplored regions of Venezuela. 
Tidings of their,death was brought to this 
city by J. C. McGill, 821 West Adams street, 
who sailed from Caracas and arrived in 
Chicago yesterday. 

Mr. McGill says that peons, or Indian 
servants, employed by the two men, ar- 
rived at the coast on the day he embarked 
for this country, bringing with them the 
clothing and outfit of Flavelle and Caring- 
ton. The Indians were nearly famished 
when they reached the coast. Filavelle, 
they said, had perished in the rapids of the 
Paraqua River north of 8. Rafael twenty- 
seven days earlier while paddling his way 
back to civilization. 4s 

Carington, though too weak to handle the 
oar, is said to have managed to reach some 
grasses that hung over the river and to 
pull himself to safety. He was too weak 
from exposure, however, to continue the 
hazardous journey up the river alone, and 
about twelve days later died of fever con- 
tracted as he lay helpless in the swamps. 


Flood Washes Body Ashore. 

The Indians said they discovered the body 
of Carington several days after his death. 
They then began a search for the body of 
Flavelle, and, after paddling down the river 
for several miles, found it’ on the shore 
whither it had been carried by the flood 

What remained of the outfit the Indians, 
who are said to have been Parabenas, car- 
ried to the.coast, the journey consuming 
fifteen days. According to the story told 
by the Indians, Carington died in’ Novem- 
ber and Flavelle in October. 

Mr. McGill credits the story told by the 
Indians. He has lived‘ in Venezuela’ for 
four years, during which time’ he was in- 
terested in the buying of- gutta percha. 


Flavelle’s Home in Chicago. 


Arthur Flavelle was well known in Chi- | 


cago, having been born in this city and hav- 
ing made. it his home until his departure 
for Venezuela three years ago. His wife 
and his mother, Mrs. Mary E. Flavelle, 
both of whom live at 481 Belden avenue, 
received their first knowledge of the death 
of the son and husband yesterday. 

Young Mrs. Flavelle is inclined to be still 
hopeful that there is some mistake in the 
report. ‘“‘A dear friend of my. husband 
lives in Bolivar,”’ said she, ‘‘and. I am 
certain he would have let us know. We 
haven’t heard from him since last March, 
but we didn’t expect to. hear from him 


in April, as it is impossible to-travel on the 


Mother Believes Report. | 

The mother of young Mr. Flavelle was 
inclined to believe the report, ‘“ It has been 
so long since we have heard from my son,” 
she said, ‘‘that I am afraid the news is 
true. They have met with so many mis- 
haps in that perilous country that I almost 
My son’s 
wife and I tried our best to prevail upon 
him not to go to Venezuela when he first 
planned the trip three years ago.- But he 
saw such splendid business opportunities 
down there that he wouldn’t listen to us. 
He was home for. six weeks in the summer 
of 1900, and felt it was his duty to go back.” 

The wife and mother cabled to the United 
States Consul at Caracas last night for 
confirmation of the report. 

Negroes Cause Trouble. — 

Flavelle and Carington sailed for Vene- 
guela from New York in December, 1899. 
Upon their arrival at the coast of Bolivar. 
they hired a number of negroes to accom- 
pany them on their explorations. hen 
the party reached the outposts of civiliza- 
tion the negroes mutinied. A battle ensued 
which resulted in the capture and the bind- 
ing of the’negroes. They were taken back 
to Bolivar, tried, and sentenced to terms 
in prison. All this was related afterwards 
by Flavelle himself. The trip was begun 
again with only the cook and’ the native 
hunter as companinons. At the end of 
a month their destination was reached In 
the valley lying between the Mariticuntsa- 
ban and Merehuari Mountains tn the ex- 
treme southern portion of Venezuela. 

Both men contracted swamp fever and 
had a generally hard time of it. Then in 
1900 Flavelle returned home for his last 
visit, later going again to the site of his 
former camp.

BOXING PROMOTERS. 

Men Who Crowd Halis Beyond the 
Danger Limit and Overstep the City 
Regulations Are Told to Shut Their 
Doors—American and Illinois Or- 
ganizations the First to Be Sup- 
pressed, and Others Are Warned— 
Building Inspectors Also to Act. 


_ Aroused by the overcrowding of halls and 
open violation of the ordinance governing 
boxing matches, Chief of Police O’Neill 
closed two “ athletic clubs”’ yesterday, and 
notified the other local fight promoters that 
they. must conform to the law. or suffer the 
consequence. 

John Hertz of the America Athletic club, 
Thirty-first street and Cottage Grove ave- 
nue, and. ‘‘ Paddy ’’ Carroll of the Illinois 
Athletic club, Thirty-fifth street and Indiana 
avenue, were the ones who were served with 
motice to suspend operations. Other so- 
called *“‘ clubs ’’ will be served with similar 
notice, as the occasion demands it. © 


Chief O’Neill’s Ire Aroused. 

“These people have overstepped all 
gounds,’’ said Chief O’Neill yesterday. ‘‘ We 
might as well go back to the days when Tat- 
tersall’s was in full blast. There is no differ- 
ence between the methods used now and the 
methods usedthen. I might be held account- 
able should a disaster occur, and I am de- 
termined that it: shall not. 

** The halls on Thirty-first and Thirty-fifth 
streets, occupied by the America and the 
Illinois ‘clubs,’ have been the worst of- 
fenders. I told the promoters today that I 
would not have decent neighborhoods over- 
run by hoodlums. Thé men who go to these 
places are noisy, and they congregate in 
such numbers that the halls are packed past 
the danger point.

‘These Two Must Close. 
. “Are you going to stop the America show 
on Monday?’ was asked.)

Apollo Hall, used by the Connemara Cuckoos, 
Blue Island avenue and Twelfth street. 

Barry & O’ Neill’s court, formerly used by Twen- 
ty-second Ward Athletic.club, 206 East Division 
street, 

Brand's Hall, used by the Acme Athletic club, 
Clark and Erie streets.

look out for them. We leave them to care

Schoolhouses 
should be turned into neighbprhood ciupb. 
rooms, and summer roof gardens should be 
constructed on them. Most important of all, 
there should be a kindergarten and a cook- 
ing school at every school building.

COMMENT OF MR. SHERMAN, 


Chairman Fred H. Rowe of the Republican 


| State committee yesterday made a long and 


formal answer to the letter written by Sena- 
tor Cullom and others asking Speaker Law- 
rence Y. Sherman to lead a movement to 
correct abuses in party management. Mr. 
Rowe's reply was drawn up after a consulta- 


ernor Northcott, and representatives of 
Congressman Hopkins. Its contents were 
carefully considered in the local headquar- 
ters of Mr. Hopkins. 

“It reads like what the 1 wyers call ‘a 
plea of confession and avoi ce,’’”* was the 
first remark made by Speaker Shernian last 
evening after reading it. “ That is a plea 
where the facts as charged are admitted, but 
new matter is set up in defense.’”’ 


Precedent for Aiding Candidates. 

The Rowe answer, which consists of over 
3,500 words, denies that the writer has ever 
used his position as chairman of the State 
committee to advance the political ambition 
of Congressman Hopkins or any other can- 
didate for nomination. In support of this 
he states that the committee has nof been 
in session for over a year. Hethen contends 
that were he to do so he would be only fol- 
lowing the example of “‘ Long’ Jones, who 
always worked for the reélection of Senator 
Logan, and of John R. Tanner, who formerly 
supported Senator Cullom. 

Mr. Rowe acknowledges that he wrote the 
letters to Republicans in his Congressional 
district asking them to support Representa- 
tive Hopkins for the Senatorship nomination, 
and he also acknowledges they were written 
on the official paper of the State committee. 
He declares, however, that they were per- 
scual and not official letters, and denies that 
he signed them as chairman of the State 
committee.

HAVANA FREE FROM PLAGUE. 


Official Report Shows That Yellow Fever |. 
and Smallpox Have Been Stamped 
Out of Cuban Capital. 


\ [BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

HAVANA, Feb. 15.—Major W. C. Gorgas, 
chief sanitary officer of Havana, believes the 
yellow fever has been stamped out in the 
city. From Sept. 28, 1901, nota single case 
6f the fever has been reported. This condt- 
‘tion is so unusual that Major Gorgas de- 
clares it puts aside all question of chance. 
During the last forty-five years scarcely a 
month has passed without deaths occurring 
from the fever. 

The maximum was in 1857, when 2,058 
deaths occurred from the disease. The mini- 
mum was 51, in the year 1866. The average 
was 751. Major Gorgas considers that this 
is definite proof that yellow fever has been 
endemic to Havana since 1762. He considers 
Havana has been purged of yellow fever by 
the killing of infected mosquitoes. « 

In 1901, under American occupation, the 
deaths were 572. In 1898, under Spanish 
rule, the deaths numbered 21,252. Smallpox 
was endemic in Havana at that time, where- 
as there has not been a case in the last eight- 
een months. 


DIVIDE TIEN TSIN CUSTOMS. 


Agreement Reached Between Provis- 
ional Government and Chi- 
nese Officials. — 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PEKIN, Feb. 15.—An agreement has been 
reached between the imperial customs de- 
partment and the provisional government 
at Tien TSin in regard to the customs. This 
arrangement will be in operation until Tien 
Tsin is restored to the Chinese. 

Under the agreement about 700,000 taels 
annually will be handed over to the imperial 
customs at the port of Tien Tsin. Duplicate 
receipts will be signed by Sir Robert Hart, 
director of the customs, and the officers of 
the provisional government, 

The provisional government will appropri- 
ate the balance of the Tien Tsin port receipts, 
which will aggregate from 100,000 to 800,000 
taels annually.

Means an Open Door. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. . 16.—[Special.j— 
According to the authorities here the in- 


| formal negotiations which have been going 


on between Huropean nations regarding the 
conditions in the Philippines are concerned 
with tariff matters. That is to say, the great 
powers are getting together to a certain ex- 
tent in regard to the open door policy in 
China. They are suggesting to each other 
that if an open door policy is established in 
Manchuria or in any other sphere of in- 


fluence the United States can participate in 


it provided only that it shall pursue the 
same policy with regard to the Philippines. 

Several European chaneelleties have be- 
come confused, it is said, regarding the pres- 
ent status in the Senate of the Philippine bill. 
With the capacity for blundering which 
seems sometimes inherent among foreign 
diplomats when dealing with American 
topics, erroneous reports have been sent out 
from here by various foreign representa- 
tives.

House established the full Dingley rates on

‘from the United States or from any other 


country. 

In the Senate it has been decided to reduce 
by at least 25 per cent the Dingley rates on 
articles coming from the Philippines into the 
United States. 

The Senators do not propose to alter the 
tariff collected. in the Philippines, nor do 
they expect to give the United States any 
preference whatever over other nations. 

This policy is for the express-purpose of 
maintaining the open door. Various Euro- 
péan representatives, however, after a care- 
less study of the situation have reported that 
it is intended by the United States to frame 
a tariff for the Philippine Islands which wilt 
give this country a preference over other 
countries. Acting on this mistaken informa- 
tion, it is said, some European natidns have 
become agitated over the idea’ that the 
United States was demanding an open door 
in China and at the same time refusing to 
inaugurate the same policy in the Philip- 


pines. 


No Fear of Intervention. | 


It is believed that when they discover their 
mistake and find out that the United States 
proposes to maintain the open door policy 
in the Philippines the negotiations between 
the European nations on the subject will 
cease.

LETTER FROM CLEVELAND. 


New ‘York, Feb. 15.—{Special.J—In com- 
memoration of the birth of Samuel J. Til- 
@en a dinner was given tonight at the Ger- 
mania club/of Brooklyn under the auspices. 
of the Brooklyn Democratic club. Edward 
M. Shepard was a conspicuous guest, and 
the sentiment that he should be the next 
Democratic: candidate for Governor of the 
State was expressed freely among the many , 
present to do honor to the memory of Mr. 
Tilden. 

Letters of regret were read from Grover 
Cleveland, David B. Hill, and W. J. Bryan. 


Cockran Sees Hope in Future. 

The principal address of the evening was 
delivered by W. Bourke Cockran. 

“It seems to me,” began Mr. Cockran, 
“that at this time, when many men believe 
the disasters which have overtaken the 
Democratic party portend its final collapse, 
wé will honor Tilden’s memory most fitting- 
ly by recalling how he led it from disasters 
€ven more crushing thirty years ago to a 
series of brilliant victories and a long season 
ef patriotic usefulness. 

“If there be any difference in the condi- 
tions at the beginning of 1902 and at the 
close of 1872, it is that the prospects now are 
less desperate than they seemed then. In 
1872 the Democrats made an alliance with 
an offshoot of the Republican party called 
the Liberal Republicans—and the renewal 
of the experiment has resulted in a repeti- 
tion of the experience. 

“ Republican ascendancy seemed so secure 
that in 1874 it was difficult to find a candi- 
Gate who would accept. Yet when the votes 
Were counted it was found Republican su- 
premacy had been subverted by a revolution 
bewlldering in its completeness. 

“ During the twenty years which followed, 
the Democracy elected its candidate for the 
Presidency three times, and twice it inau- 

’ gurated him. It controlled the House of 
Representatives continuously with the ex- 
ception of two Congresses.”’ 

Mr. Cockran asked if it was “then un- 
réasonable to hope that what has happened 
before may happen again?’’ and proceeded } 
to point out at length that “if the Democ- 
Tacy is to win in 1902 it must accept the les- 
gon taught by Tilden’s leadership in 1874.’ 


Finds Republicans Too Divided. 
“Our opponents differ more widely on great 
public questions than we do, but among Re- 
publicans divergence of views never inter- 
fere h their cotperation in pursuit of 
office. éir speeches show radical conflict 
On every public question; on reciprocity, on 
ship. subsidies, on imperialism, on the re- 
> tention of the Philippines, on the treatment 
of Cuba, yet these. differences have never 
hindered them and,never will hinder them 
frem supporting unitedly and enthusiastical- 
ly the party candidate. | 

“The reason why divisions of opinion do 
“mot prevent Republicans from remaining 
united at the polls, while differences much 
less serious suffice to tear the Democracy 
into fractions and reduce it to impotence is 
perfectly plain. Republicans are in politics 
for themselves, Democrats for their country. 
Republicans profess principles to gain power; 
ocrats seek power to enforce principles. 
Republicans allow nothing to interfere with 
Success in getting possession of office; Dem- 
ocrats will sacrifice all prospects of office 
rather than suppress or compromise an 

opinion.” 


Imperialism for the Issue. | 
Mr. Cockran said there was no need to seek 
an issue, and added: ‘“‘ Imperialism with its 
inseparable object, plunder, was the issue in 
1874 as it is and must be the issue now. The 
game predatory purposes dominated the Re- 
publican party then that dominate it now. 
Ite defeat is essential to the safety cf the 
republic now, as it was.then.”’ 


°3x-President Cleveland’s Views. 

The letter from ex-President Cleveland 
Was read as follows: 

“Westiand, Princeton, N. J., Feb. 7.—Her- 
man A. Metz, President—My Dear Sir: Iam 
sorry that I must forego the pleasure of 
joining the Brooklyn Democratic club and 
its invited guests, in celebrating the birth- 
Gay of Samuel J. Tilden on the 15th inst. 

“ At.a time when the beneficence and sguf-

‘MARRIAGE BUREAU AGENT IS 


Postofiice Inspector Causes Arrest of 
N.C, Clark Upen Complaint of North 


for $6 Was a Letter'of Scorn from. 
Young Woman, Said to Be “Booked” 
by Matrimohial Concern—Alleged 
Victims Numerous. 


N. C. Clark, head of the Erie Advertising 
and Introduction bureau of Chicago, was 
arrested yesterday for failure to bring about 
marriages of eligible clients .according to 
alleged promises. The specific charge is 
fraudulent use of the United. States mail, 
preferred by Postoffice Inspector Ketcham. 
Clark was held tothe federal grand jury by 
Commissioner Foote and released on bonds. 

According to its prospectus, the object of 
the Zrie bureau was “ to introduce and place 
in correspondence ladies and gentlemen de- 
siring marriage.”” It undertook to do this 
for the modest fee of $5, and those willing 
Cupid’s darts should pierce are said to have 
been large, especially as hints of the wealth 
and social position of its clients was con- 
tained in the reading matter sent out. 


. Bends $5; Willing to > 
Realization of the objects of the bureau, 
atcording to some of its alleged victims, 
was a more difficult matter, and the experi- 
ence of D. H: Britt of Raynham, N. C,, 
‘brought trouble to the head of the matri- 
monial agency. 
' According to the story told by, Britt, he 
willingly sent the $5 demanded, “‘ as a guar- 
antee of good faith,”’ after seeing advertise- 
ments, and expressed his willingness to enter 
the state of matrimony. He never ques- 
tioned the good intentions of the bureau, 
which agerted in its prospectus that “ the 
matrimonial agency is a recognized social 
factor,”’ and that “* properly conducted agen- 
cles are patronized by ladies in the highest 
and most select social circles.” 


Young Woman’s Tart Reply. 

By return mail, it is said, he received a pho- 
tograph of a young woman whose beauty 
could not be disputed. The accompanying 
letter informed Mr. Britt that the woman 
whose picture was’inclosed was Miss Ella 
MecCastney of Asheville, N. C., “‘a’young 
widow without children, worth in cash and }. 
city property at least $75,000." ‘* Fortune 
never knocks twice at the same man’s door,”’ 
Mr. Britt was advised, and he lost no timein 
opening a correspondence with Miss Mc- 
Castney. 

The young woman was su at re- 
ceiving a letter from a stranger who showed 
he was contemplating marriage with her, 
and in teply to his questions, it is said, she 
wrote she knew nothing about the matri- 
monial bureau and that when she was ready 
to marry she would seek for a husband in 
her own way. She also is said to have in- 
formed the astonished Mr. Britt that she 
had none of the wealth which her corre- 
spondent had suggested she owned. 

This put an end to the correspondence. 
It was charged later that the photograph 
sent to the correspondent from Raynham, 
N. C., was copied from a dress goods cata- 
logue sent out by a Chicago business house.

In this company West met George 
Primrose. whose name was associated close- 
ly with his until they-separated four years 
ago, West starting an independent organiza- 
tion and Primrose going with Dockstader. 

Leaving Skiff and Gaylor at the end ofa 
year West and Primrose joined Haverly’s 
minstrels. It was‘ at this time that the 
famous * silver clog’’ was invented. This 
gave West a permanent place in the front 
ranks of minstrelsy, and in 1877 he formed a 
partnership with Barlow, Wilson, and Prim- 
rose, and the quartet became widely known 
as ths “ Big Four.”

The King is practically his 
twn master of ceremonies and is consulted 
on every important detail. Nothing is done 
to cheapen the ceremonial and everything 
points to an unexampled imperial féte.

LONDON, Feb. 15.—The Lord Chief Jus- 
tice, Baron Alverstone, refused today to re- 
open the case of Poulett' versus Poulett, in 
which Viscount Hinton, who at one time 
plaved an organ in the streets of London, 
sought to oust his stepbrother, the youthful 
Earl Poulett, from the family estate.

°" Members of ‘the French Senate and of the 
Chamber of Deputies, and in consequence 
thereof the members of the Cabinet and the 
tndersecretaries of State are debarred 
throughout their entire tenure of seats In 
the National Legislature from admission to . 
the Order of the Legion of Honor. Few are 
aware of the existence of this so salutary 
rule. And yet it serves to explain why there 
should be so many eminent men in France 
who have no vestige of red ribbon in their 
buttonholes. Thus at the time when he was 
elected President of the republic M. Loubet 
had not even the lowest grade of the order 
of which he is now Grand Master, in spite of 
the fact that he. had previously held office 
as Minister, as Premier. and as Chief of the 
Senate.

These distinc- 
tions have been gazetted in the same way as 
the grants of the decorations to individuals, 
and from thenceforth the order has figured | 
on the armorial bearings of the town and the 
city in question. Among the cities thus dis- “ 
a ished’ are Paris, Dijorm Chateaudun, 
Belfort, Rambervillers, Lille, and Valen- 
clennes, in connection with the war of 1870; 
while Chaion-sur-Sonne, Roanne, Tournus, 
and St. Jean de Losne received the cross for 
the gallantry of their defense against the 
enemy during the wars that marked the 
close of the reign of the first Napoleon. 
sight French regiments have their colors 
decorated with the Legion of Honor in rec- 
ognition of their capturing colors from the 
enemy. Among the regiments in question 
are the Seventy-sixth and Fifty-seventh In- 
fantry of the line and the Second Zouaves. 


HE present number of women 
* possessed of the Legion is

signia, these military honors at one’s funeral 
cre about the only prerogative that the pos- 
eession of.the order confers. In the case of 
a mere chevalier, that is to say, a member of 
the fifth grade of the order, the military 
honors are réndered by half a company, un- 
der the command of a Lieutenant. A Com- 
mander of the order is entitled to the pres- 
ence of a battalion of infantry,-or of two 
squadrons of cavalry at the funeral. When 
th® dead has been a Grand Officer of the 
order an entire brigade turns out to furnish 
the military honors, while a Knight Grand 
Cross is entitled ta a full division.’ All the 
women who now possess the Legion of Honor 
save Béeven are Sisters of Mercy, women who 
have rendered services at the risk of their 
life'in ‘war, and women who have taken the 
lead in philanthropic enterprises. One has 
been decorated as an explorer, another asa 
painter, and two as writers. :

“THE LITTLE DUTCHMAN.” 

While there will be general agreement 
that Congressman Wheeler of Kentucky 
has disgraced himself and his district by 
his extraordinary performance in the House 
of Representatives last Friday, there will 
be some collateral interest in his use of 
the phrase, “ little Dutchman,” ns applied to 
Prince Henry. 
Why a German should conceive that he is 
insulted when he is called a Dutchman, or 
a Dutchman that he is discourteously treut- 
ed when he is called a German, is a little 
difficult to imagine. Probably the offense 
lies in the thought and intention of the man 
who uses the phrase rather than in any 
significance which it possesses of itself. 
t is not dishonorable to be a Dutchman, 
“The thrift, integrity, intelligence, and valor 
of phy Dutchman are known the world over. 
A most important element of our society 
flows directly from the sturdy Hollanders 
who came to this country in the early days. 
Their blood flows in the veins of hundreds 
of thousands of so-called American citizens. 
There is a little Dutchwoman at The Hague 
at this moment whom fhe world delights to 
honor. Prince Henry has no occasion to be 
offended because he is called a “little 
Dutchman.” The truth is that he is neither 
little nor a Dutchman, but if he were both 
he might be one of the most excellent and 
admirable of men. 
The gentleman from Paducah manifestly 
has no particular affection for Germans or 
for American citizens of German descent. 
‘| But the people of the the United States, as 
a whole, have learned to entertain for their 
German-American fellow-citizens the pro- 
foundest regard, not unmingled with an even 
more cordial feeling. Nations, like indi- 
viduals, are sometimes better for cultivat- 
ing short, memories for injuries and long 
memories for benéfits. The smal! and 
| trifling episode of the behavior of the Ger- 
man Admiral in Manila Bay has no im- 
portance to persons who know anything of 
American history. It was not followed by 
evil consequences. It imported nothing to 
the American people at the time or since. 
The German Admiral was unduly aggres- 


up his pose with any positive action. 

If American citizens are disposed to view 
in a critical spirit the relations of their 
German-American fellow-citizens from the 
‘beginning to the end of their intimate asso- 
ciation with this country a balance must 
be struck decidedly in favor of the Ger- 
mans. When the nation was struggling for | 
its existence in 1861 ‘to no class of 
citizens of foreign birth stogg more firmiy 
or with a greater approach to unanimity by 


Americans. They fought “ mit Siegel,” but 
they also fought “ mit” Grant and “ mit ” 
every other union General who accomplished 
great results in that sanguinary and epoch- 
making conflict. The appeal to the patriot- 
ism, courage, and self-sacrificing spirit of 
the German-American citizens was never 
made in vain. No man who lived in that 
stirring period or has read history since 
that time to any purpose will ever forget 
the great debt of-obligation which is owing 
by the American government and people as 
they are at present constituted to the Ger- 
man-American element of our population. 
Perhaps the esteemed Congressman froin 
Paducah has remembered where the Ger- 
man-Americans stood at that time, and part 
of his rancor towards them may arise from 
the fact that they were union men first, last, 
and all the time, and that the triumph of 
national ideas, the emancipation of the 
slaves, and the conversion of this republic 
into a government of the people, for the 
people, and. by the people was due in large 
part to the efforts of our German-American 
‘fellow-citizens at that critical period. 

We do not honor Prince Henry only, nor 
hig royal and imperial brother only, nor 
the people of Germany only when we ex- 
tend a cordial greeting to this representa- 
tive of German ideas and sentiments. In 
part at least we give expression to our 
regard for German-American citizens at 
home—in the United States—for we know 
that their feelings gre enlisted on behalf 
of the visitor from the fatherland over the 
seas, and whom they delight to honor ali 
patriotic Americans should receive with 
almost fraternal affection.

GREAT BRITAIN’S ECONOMIC STATE. 

Ever since Mr. B. EB. Williams published 
“ Made in Germany” in 1896, Englishmen 
have been concerning themselves* much 
about the industrial and commercial out- 
look. Though several professed refutations 
of Mr. Williams’ book appeared almost im- 
mediately, the anxiety of which it was part- 
ly symptom and partly cause has not been 
dissipated. Business-men in most branches 
of trade have held a pessimistic tone re- 
garding the future. .What with the heavy 
‘war taxes, German competition, and the 
expansion of American trade, their situa- 


tion has not been one to encourage opti- 


mism. And yet it seems clear to a foreign 
observer that the present evils and the fut-. 
ure . t have been much exaggerated 
in many quarters. The British newspapers 

and the periodicals have beeg filled with 
articles; many of which read as if the total 


destruction of English trade were rapidly 


approaching. To show to what extremes 
some of the pessimists have gone a quota- 
tion may be given from the first of three 


‘articles entitled “The Economic Decay of 


England ” that appeared in the Contempo- 
rary Review last spring from the pen of an 
anonymous writer, who signed himself 
“The Author of ‘ Drifting.’”” 

“If we continue at the pace we are go- 


ing,” wrote.this excitable person in May, 


“ increasing our expensés by way of imports 
from year’to year, producing less and less, 
and wasting more, we shall be bankrupt 
within ten year#—economically and polit- 
ically. . . .. Starvation and misery will 
drive our population in millions to’ the 
United States. An exodds from Great Brit- 


ain will set in similar to that from Ireland 


after the great potato famine, and Great 


Britain will become a waste anda desert, 


and a réproach and a byword among the. 
nations.”" 

The fact that talk so hysterical as this 
could appear in a staid magazine like the 
Contemporary Review, and that after it had 
appeared so eminent a statistician as Sir 
Robert Giffin should think it worth while 
to answer it at length, shows how nervous 
public opinion is over the prospect. The 
temper of Englishmen at present is strongly 
reminiscent of the temper of our Populists 
in 1896. One could find readily enough 
many passages in the speeches of free silver 
agitators that drew as dire a picture ‘of the 
future of America under the gold standard 
as “The Author of ‘ Drifting’” draws of 
England. At present, in the midst of our 
unprecedented prosperity, these dismal 
predictions make amusing reading, and we 
find it difficult to realize that any oné took 
them seriously. Though it is not probable 
that the United Kingdom will in six brief 
years get as far beyond her present depres- 
sion as the United States has gotten beyond 
the hard times of 1896, one may predict 
with confidence that Wnglishmen in 1908 


‘will wonder why they lost their heads so 


completely in 1902. Because America’s 
greater resources are commencing to have 
their inevitable effect in giving her the first 
place in the world’s trade is no reason for 
despair. We did not starve when British 
exports were bigger than ours, and English- 
men will not starve when our exports are 
permanently larger than theirs. The loss 


of British “ supremacy * will not ruin the |. 


British people. Indeed, the standard of 
comfort may well be higher than at present, 
even after the English have come to admit 
that they belong in second place. 

But though it is easy to see that theréts 
no ground for such bitter lamentations as 
hysterical publicists have been emitting, one 
eannot deny that English prospects are not 
rosy. Just what grounds for alarm the sub- 
jects of King Edward have it is not easy to 
make out. -The question of trade expansion 
or depression is one that must be treated 
chiefly on the basis of statistica] materials, 
and Americans know well enough how fig- 
ures may be made to give opposite results 
under the skillful manipulation of men with 
preconceived conclusions to support. There 
has recently appeared, however, in the Eeo- 

nothic Review a sober analysis of English 
trade statistics from 1870, to 1899 that com- 
mands confidence. The writer, Barnard 
Bilinger, gives evidence of more impartial- 
ity and intelligence in the use of figures than 
most of the mien who have been exploiting 
the same data to support their sensational | 
views. 

Mr. Ettinger finds as the results of his 
painstaking analysis that the exports of do-

A TW0-AND-A-HALF-CRNT PIECE, 


Congressman Cummings has introduced 


a ‘pill providing fer the coinage | of two-and- 
a-half-cent pieces. The present conditions 
of trade, he thinks, demand the innovation. 
Innovation, however, is hardly the word. 
Reversion or retrogression would be better. 
There was a time in this country when 
there was a much larger number of sma!l 
eoins than there is now. The old Spanish 
coins, for instance,that were worth six 
and a quarter and twelve and a half cents 
circulated freely for a great many years 
after the formation of the national govern- 


ment, and the United States mint itself has 


sent out half-cent pieces, two-cent pieces, 
three-cent pieces, and twenty-cent pieces. 


During the war, again, there was a fifteen- 
eent denomination of paper money. 
- All these attempts to multiply subdivisions 


were found to be unnecessary. The Span- - 


ish coins gradually wore out and disap- 


peared. The half-cent, two-cent, three-cent, 
and twenty-cent pieces and the fifteen-cent 
bills were discontinued. The country settled 
down to the present arrangement and has 
been able to transact all its business by 
means of a fractional currency which has 
only five denominations below the dollar. 
These five are quite sufficient for pres- 
ent needs. The two-and-a-half-cent piece 
would be superfluous and perhaps incoh- 
venient. People could do little with it 
except confuse it with other coins. 


There are no groups of things sold for 


two and a half cents apiece, nor does there 
seem to be any great likelihood that such 
groups will appear in the near future. The 
unit of value for things like a loaf of bread, 
a street car ride, and a glass of beer is now 
and for some time will be the nickel. When 
that unit changes there will perhaps be 
room for a new coin which shall crystallize 
thechange.

Betting on the American Derby in the win- 
ter book during the first week has been 
triple as heavy as it was during the first 
week last year, according to Bookmaker 
O'Leary. The largest wager of the week 
was $1,000 on McChesney, made by a Chi- 
cago man. While the. bookmakers would 
not give the name of the man whol holds a 
ticket reading $10,000 to $1,000 on the Hil- 
areth entry, they said he was a business- 
man who, while he frequently bets good 
sums on the‘races, does not make a business

From the standpoint of the money in- 

volved, the biggest bet of the week was made 
by Alderman Thomas Carey, who put up $400 
on his filly Nellie Waddell, getting a ticket 
calling for $40,400, or 100 to 1 for his money. 
The wager did not cause Bookmaker O’Leary 
to change the odds. “ 
. Such was not the case with Dr. Burns, 
W. C. Christie & Co.'s colt, against whom 
800 was originally posted. Some Chicago 
man bet $100 straight and $100 to show on this 
colt, which resulted in his price being cut 
to 75 to 1. Dr. Burns raced only twice last 
year and won both of his races. These were 
at St. Louis and there was nothing much 
behind him at the finish, but he impressed 
horsemen with his good looks and actions.. 

Alderman Carey is not the only owner who 
has wagered on his entry. Yesterday Zieg- 
ler and Anderson, the Cincinnati theatrical 
men, bet $250 against $25,000 on their colt 
Hermis.

MANGLE IN YACHT ROLES 


NO HOPE OF REVISION BEING COM- 
PLETED THIS YEAR. 


Committee Appointed by the Yaeht 
Racing Union of the Great Lakes 
Finds It Has a Laborious Task on 


Hand—E. P. Warner of the Chicago : 
Club Talks of the Difficulties Con- | 


nected with the Work—Wide Di- 
vergence of Opinions Among Sailors 


When the President of the Yacht Racing 
Union of the Great Lakes appointed, at the 
annual meeting of delegates held at Buffalo 
last autumn, E. P. Warner of Chicago, 
J2milius Jarvis of Toronto, and E. W. Rad- 
der of Cleveland a special Committee of 
Three to draw up an entirely new set of 
rules, those yachtsmen hardly realized the 
laborious nature of the task they were ac- 
cepting. They knew their duties would not 
be light, but they scarcely expected. the 
work would be so tedious and heavy as 
it has proved 

At the time of the appointment it was 
generally supposed the new measurement 
rules would be evolved'in time for next 
season, but the committee has abandoned 
all hope of that and has settled down to 
a long spell of work. It was because it had 
become apparent that the Yacht Racing 
union’s new rules would not be ready in 
time, for next summer that the Lake Mich- 
igan Yachting association adopted two 
weeks ago a temporary form of measure- 
ment and classification for the season of 
1 


Union’s Power Not Generally Known. 


The Yacht Racing union is an important 
body, comprising the yachting associations 
of the great lakes, but it is not often heard 
of, and probably many yachtsmen in Chicago 
are hardly aware of its existence. They 
know their club is a member of the Lake 
Michigan Yachting association, under whose 
rules they hold their regattas, but many of 
them do not stop to think that the associa- 
tion is also a member of the union, and that 
when the latter changes a rule or a set of 
rules all the yacht clubs on the great lakes 
are affected. Also it constitutes the last 
court of appeal to which a protest can be 
carried. 

Mr. Warner, who owns the large schooner 
yacht Hawthorne, is a yachtsman of ex- 
perience and well qualified for the place he 
holds on the special committee to devise 
new measurement rules. He was the first 
Commdore of the defunct Lincoln Park 
Yacht club, is an active member of the Chi- 
cago Yacht club, was one of the judges of 
last year’s international races for the Can- 
ada cup, and is the Lake Michigan Yacht- 
ing association’s delegate to the Yacht Rac- 
ing union. Mr. Jarvis and Mr. Radder are 
delegates respectively from Lakes Ontario 
and Erie. It was the former who came here 
last summer and sailed the challenger, In- 
vader, to victory in the Canada cup races. 
Canadian yachtsmen claim he is the great- 
est amateur skipper on the great lakes, and 
it is admitted he has no superior as a prac- 
tical and theoretical yachtsman. 


Radical Departures Required. 

Speaking yesterday of the special com- 
mittee’s labors, Mr. Warner said: “ The 
work we have done so far consists largely 
of reviewing present construction and rules 
with a view to making changes that will not 
throw out of use for racing the present de- 
sign yachts, but the committee has come 
to the conclusion that only a radical de- 
parture from the old rules will be effective. 
In establishing the new rules we shall be 
guided by past experience and the results 
attained by other yachting organizations. 
We are doing the best we can, but the work 
progresses slowly... However, we hope we 
can frame rules which will be longer lived | 
and more generally acceptable than any 
heretofore. 

“The present formula for measuring a 
yacht’s racing length, and known as the 
‘ girth rule,’ has been in use only four years, 
but it has grown unpopular and has caused 
considerable disagreement in measuring 
centerboard yachts. We are trying to evolve 
rules which will be fair to fins, semi-fins, and 
centerboards. 


Wide Difference of Views. 


“We have consulted many marine archi- 
tects and yacht designers, and we have 
drawn up sets of rules and submitted the 
same to them. But, though we get much 
valuable criticism, we find they differ widely 
in their views. 

*“ Among the most practical yachtsmen on 
the lakes there is considerable difference 
of opinion. On Lake Erie and around De- 
troit they differ materially from us here, but 
those on Lakes Ontario and Michigan come 
much nearer to agreeing. 

“* We have given up all hope of getting out 
the new rules in time for next season. It 
may be near the end of the year before we 
get through, and, after the committee has 
labored hard and done its best, I suppose 
the result of our work will be criticised 
severely.’’ 

In his closing remark Captain Warner 
evidently had in mind the days when he and 
C. O. Andrews, the first Secretary of the old 
Lincoln Park Yacht club, worked hard in 
getting out rules and the first year book on 
Lake Michigan, and how every other yachts- 
man took a rap at the result of their labor. 

That the present “ girth rule ” is unpopular 
there is no doubt, though a few still favor it. 
The trouble and expense of taking a girth 
measurement has made the rule disliked by 
many yachtsmen all over the lakes, but the 
discovery that a * scow’”’ like Milwaukee, 
which so nearly won the trial races last 
summer could be built under the ‘present 
rules of the Yacht Racing Union of the 
Great Lakes probably did more than any- 
thing else to bring about an upheaval in 
favor of establishing a new set. Se

‘ While the statistics for January, 1902, given 
below, display a decrease in the’ building 
operations in twenty-one of the leading cities 
of the United States from the figures for the 
corresponding month of last year, they must 
not be taken as an indication that this year 
has nothing in store for those identified with 
the building tndustry. 
Figures specially compiled for Construc- 
tion News show that during January, 1902, 


structures in the cities named, and that the 
. Sum of $14,321,622 was involved in their con- 
struction. During the same period last year 
there were 3,552 structures erected at a cost 
of $14,753,146—an increase of 383 permits, 
but a decrease of $431,524 in their cost, or a 
loss of 2 per cent in the total expenditure. 

However, reports from architects in vari- 
ous parts of the country warrant the pre- 
diction that this wil) be a banner year i 
building circles. In the offices of men who 
prepare plans there is much activity. 
Draftsmen are at a premium and architects 
say that they are experiencing great diffi- 
culty in obtaining sufficient help in order to 
keep up with the great amount of work now 
upcn the boards in their offices. This coridi- 
tion of affairsis particularly true of Chicago, 
where every architect 1s being forced to his 
uimost to complete drawings for all kinds 
of structures. 

In Chicago alune It is estimated that $20,- 
000,000 wile expended this ycar in ihe con- 
struction of skyscrapers. New York also 
gives promise of large expenditures for new 
buildings, and reports from there are to the 
effect that at least $100,000,000 will be spent 
in ambitious projects. 

Taken all in ali it is safe. to say that the 
building industry will certainly experience 
the greatest activity this year that it has in 
a decade.

Considerable Preliminary Inquiry for 
Buiiding Loans—Sharp Inquiry for 
Small Mortgage Investments. 


The loan market continued much as it has 
been for several months, with the supply of 
loanable tunds in excess of the demahd. 
There is considerable preliminary inquiry 
for building loans in anticipation of opera- 
tions to be undertaken in the spring, ahd the 
volume of these inquiries point to an un- 
usual amount of building.

AILWAY passengers who remove 
their shoes to ease their feet in an 
all night journey are not permitted to 
occupy seats in the chair cars. 

The porter who finds a man sitting 
in his stocking feet gently orders him to put 
his shoes on or go into the smoking com- 

rtment. 

M This rule is now in force on the Omatia 
line of the Illinois Central, and was quite 
recently enforced on an lowa stockman, who 
was an extensive shipper of live stock over 
the Central’s western lines. The passenger 
demurred, appealed to the conductor, and 
Was promptly ruled against by that official. 
Other Chicago roads are no less particular 
in this respect, and still others will probably 
adopt the rule. 

It has long since been the custom of many 
passengers, who are obliged to sit in a seat 
for many hours, to remove their footwear. 
Some are pinched with tight fitting shoes: 
Others have corns and bunions, while the 
pedal extremeties of still others are wont to 
eweil to about twice their natural size and 
thus make hours of misery for their owners.

These fees are exacted by the crown in 
lieu of the fetidal services that the noblics 
in olden times were required to furnish to 
the sovereign in return for the grant of 
dignities, hereditary and otherwise; and the 
fees are heavy, amounting to some 30,000 
francs per title in the case of a new creation 
and half that sum in case of assumption of 
a title by right of inheritance. Thus the 
young Duke of Alba has some two or three 
score of inherited titles, many of them of 
an historic and illustrious character, and 
four of them ducal. On each of these he has 
had to pay a sum of 15,000 francs, and were 
he to die tomorrow his heir would have to 
pay all the fees afresh. 

Sometimes these fees remain unpaid be- 
cause those who inherit them have not the 
means to do so. In that event,they are not 
allowed to make useof their ancestral titles, 
and if they do go, they incur penalties of 
both fine and imprisonment. Often, owing 
to ‘this inability to pay the fees of registra- 
tion, the titles remain in abeyance—that is to 
say, unused—for several generations, and if 
at length the senior heir to honors thus dor- 
mant himself possessed of sufficient 
wealth to fulfill the obligations in connection 
therewith to the treasury he is compelled to * 
pay the fees not merely once but for as 
many generations of his forbears as have 
left them unpaid. Ay 

The fees for the Grandezza, which is often 
untitled, are just double the amount to those 
enacted in the case of ordinary nobillary 
titles, and a man on succeeding to his 
father’s grandeeship, even without a title, 
has to pay just twice the sum that he would 
have to pay if his father was merely a Duke.

TURKISH POLICE 
FEAR FOOTBALL. 


Officials Interfered to Prevent 
First Game, Suspecting 
| Great Plot. 


OOTBALL isn’t a popular game in 
Turkey. The people of that country 
are suspicious of it. They are sus- 
picious of most sports, but football 
is regarded with particular avérsion. 
A story indicating the attitude of the 


|Turks toward football is told by a young 


man named Rechad Bey, who, inspired by 
the Smyrna and Constantinople football 
match, organized a club among his friends 
together with some Greeks and Armenians, 
and finished in jail. The club began prac- 
ticing and a few nights later police came 
to his house and carried him off to Scutari. 
There he was submitted td a long interro- 
gation as to the club and the game of foot- 
ball. Matters only grew more complicated, 


| as the Turkish word for ball is top, the same 


as for a cannon. The authorities were con- 
vinced they had found a great plot, and that 
the two must be a secret society. A special 
messenger was sent for the ball, and that 
was duiy examined and found to be an in- 
fernal machine. The regulations of the 
club were considered to be another piece of 
damning evidence, and still worse were the 
jerseys and colors of the club, which showed 
a complete organization, even to a uniform. 

After long deliberation the culprit was sent 
to the higher police authorities in Stamboul, 
who went through a second long examina- 
tion and ca to the conclusion that the 
empire had been saved from disintegra- 
tion by the early discovery of a great plot..

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GO is undoubtedly. one of the 
greatest theater cities in the 
world, and nowhere in proportion 
are the theaters so well patron- . 
ized as here. This city has, in all, 
twenty theaters where regular 
performances are given, and those 
¢wenty theaters are visited, in the average, 
by 00,000 a day. Ten of the twenty theaters 
sre located in the heart of the city, while 
situated in the outlying 


to the first group, Studebaker’s and

The outly- 
ing theaters are widely scattered over a large 
sea, four each being ‘located on the South 
and the West Sides and two on the North

itis a peculiar fact that, although numer- 
sally the centrally located theaters hold the 
balance to the outlying theaters, the latter 
mjoy a much larger patronage than th r- 
mr. While the average daily attendance of 
iedown-town theaters aggregates less than 


» 


20,000, that of the outlying theaters aggre- 
gates more than 30,000. The proportion is 
even more favorable for the outlying the- 
aters if one considers the fact that many of 
the theaters in the heart of the city 
give but one or two matinées a week and 
close their doors during the hot summer 
months, while nearly all the outlying the- 
aters continue their performances all the 
year round, giving two performances every 
day in the year. Another important factor 
is that some of the principal theaters are 
usually closed on Sundays, @ fact which 
tends to reduce the weekly average of at- 
terndahce considerably. 

The first-class theaters in the central dis- 
trict are principally patronized by those who 
can afford to pay the high prices charged 
for admission. Of course there are some 
theaters down-town, like the Olympic, the 
Chicago Opera-House, Dearborn, and the 


.Great Northern, where lower prices are 


charged, but even those houses are only pat- 
ronized by the comparatively prosperous, 
The reasons are obvious. The prices, al- 
though low, compared with those of the 
first-class houses, like the Grand Opera- 
House and Powers’ Theater, are still beyond 
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the reach of the majority, and they are also 
too far away from the poor residence dis- 
tricts to be accessible to those who cannot 
afford to ride to the theater in a street car. 

The outlying theaters are almost entirely 
dependent for their support upon the less 
prosperous classes of the population, and for 
that reason are popular institutions in a 
truer sense than the theaters down-town. 
It is also true that, for the same reason, the 
outlying theaters are more important edu- 
cational factors than the theaters frequent- 
ed by the rich. The wealthy people do not 
depend for their education upon the theater 
to the same extent as the poorer classes. 
They have ample means to educate them- 
selves and their children by good reading, 
social] intercourse, and traveling, while the 
poor people, after they have outgrown the 
Public school, derive all further education 
from newspapers and the theaters. 


There are, undoubtedly, many cynics who’ 


doubt the educational value of the shows 
offered by the outlying theaters to their pa- 
trons. They are right in some cases, but 


decidedly wrong if the value of the outlying 


theaters as a- whole is considered. There

is an old saying that one-half of the human 
race does not know how the other half lives. 
It would be just as true to say that one-half 
of the theatergoers of Chicago does not 
know what the other half goes to see. 


It would probably surprise many theater 


patrons belonging to the upper crust of so- 
ciety if they were informed that a large ma- 
jority of the patrons of the outlying theaters 
consists of persons quite as critical in their 
tastes and quite as capable of criticising as 
the majority of patrons of the first-class 
houses down-town. It may seem strange, 
but is nevertheless true, if one takes into 


eonsideration the difference in the educa- 


tional standards of the two classes of thoater 
patrons. 


The attractions offered by a successful 
theater indicate better than anything else 
the intellectual caliber of its audiences. 
Take, for example, one of the outlying the- 
aters of the South Side, the Columbus, It 
is patronized by a good class of people and. 
is rapidly gaining in popularity. When the 
theater was opened last November as a 
stock house the management thought that 
melodramas would be the best attraction 
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to offer, but it soon discovered that such was 
not the case. The patrons demanded some- 
thing better and the character of the at- 
tractions and of the company has since been 
steadily improved until it has reached a com- 
paratively high standard. Some of the best 
standard plays, like “‘ The Charity Ball,’’ 
“Secret Service,’’ Greatest Thing in 
the World,’ Gismonda,”’ Carmen,” and 
**Children of the Ghetto,” have been pro- 
duced in a creditable manner and have 
proven beyond doubt that there is an increas- 
ing demand for a better class of dramatic at- 
tractions at popular prices. The manage- 
ment of that house recognizes that fact and 
intends to produce many other plays of sim- 
ilar character, like Cleopatra,” La Tos- 
ca,” ** Under the Red Robe,” and “ The Great 
Ruby.”’ 

Hopkins’ Theater has had a similar ex- 
perience. It was found by the management 
that there was a demand for good and even 
classical plays at popular prices, and the 
fact that plays Mke “‘ Romeo and Juliet,” 
“Quo Vadis,” “ Robert Emmet,” Cleo- 
patra,”’ “Camille,” Virginius,” “Oliver 
Twist,” and others attracted large crowds 
tends to prove that the taste of the people 
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who patronize the outlying theaters, or at 
least some of them, Is by no means of an 
inferior character. The change from a stock 
company theater to a vaudeville house has 
been decided upon by Colonel Hopkins, not 
because the legitimate drama did not pay, 
but because larger interest, involving the 
success of a number of vaudeville houses 
in different parts of the country, were at 
stake and depended upon that change. |

Another house which offers a good class 
of attractions is the Criterion, one of the 
two North Side houses. The patrons of that 
theater are quite critical and have no taste 
for lurid melodramas of the blood and thun- 
der variety. They accept good emotional 
plays and melodramas of a refined order, 
but give a decided preference to plays like 
Little Waifs,’’ Down Mobile,” On 
the Suwanee River,” “ Night Before Christ- 

mas,”’ Chattanooga,” and “ Fast Mail.”’ 
The Bijou Theater, on the corner of Jack« 
son boulevard and Halsted street, is mostly 
patronized by persons of the poorer 
class. The taste of the patrons of that 
house runs more to thrilling melodramas, 
with an abundance of spilled gore, holdups, 
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heroic rescues of the heroines, and as much 
shooting, stabbing, and slugging as possib‘e. 
Plays of that description, like *‘ The Great 
Train Robbery,’ “‘The James Boys 
Missouri,”” and “A Thoroughbred Tramp,” 
have been eminently successful from a 
financial standpoint. The conditions at the 
Alhambra are quite similar, and burlesques, 
lower farce comedies, and thrilling me‘o- 
dramas seem to suit the taste of the patrons 
of that house better than any other kind of | 
ttraction. : 

People’s Theater and the Academy of 
Music, both West Side houses, occupy a pos!- 
tion between Hopkins’ or the Columbus and > 
the Bijou. They offer a little better grade 
of attractions than the Bijou and the Alham- 
bra, but frequently the same plays given In - 
one are also given tn the others. The New 
American, on the North Side, belongs in the. 
same category, and offers to its patréns 
mostly melodramas and farce comedies of a 
lower order, 

The Haymarket, one of the West Side 
houses, confines itself to vaudeville exciu- 
sively, and offers the same attractions tha 
are seen and heard at the Olympic and the

HE theater boom which set in just 
after the holidays and has con- 
tinued without noticeable de- 
crease ever since, seems to be 
destined to become a permanent 

institution tn Chicago. Twenty 

theaters are in full swing, anda 
majority of them give two performances 
daily, but in spite of all this the houses are 
well filled, if not crowded, at every perform- 
ance. One reason which had some influence 
gpon the attendance undoubtedly was the 
unprecendented influx of visitors to Chicago 
juring the winter, but even this does not 
ixplain the fact that there is scarcely any 
fluctuation In the number of persons visiting 
the theaters from day to day. 

The only explanation which suggests it- 
vif and which is borne out by other indica- 
tions is the general prosperity which has 
existed in Chicago during the last year and 
Hill exists, in spite of strikes and other in- 
disturbances. 

The last week opened with two prominent 
hew attractions, John Drew at Powers’ and 
Dan Daly at the Illinols. ‘“‘ The Second in 
Command,’ a new play for Chicago, was re- 
telved with great favor, and proved a de- 
tided financial] success. It is generally ad- 
Mitted that never before did Mr. Drew show 
tis talent to better advantage than in the 
part of Major Bingham. 

In the course of his long stage career Mr. 

w has acquired? many peculiar manner- 
ms of speech and gesture, but in this he 
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does not differ from many other favorites of 
the American stage, who, like Mr. Drew, 
have been in harness for many long years 
and have made a specialty of certain char: 
acteristic parts. 

But mannerisms, even if they are not as 
pronounced as those of Mr. Drew, for in- 
stance, or of Mrs. Fiske, are by no means 
desirable inallactors. Versatality and man- 
nerisms do not dwell in the same house. But, 
though the spirit may be willing, the flesh is 
weak, and, do what they may, after a cer- 
_ number of years mannerisms will crop 
out. 

The long runs have much to do with the 
mannerisms that fasten themselves on the 
players. A play that proves a financial suc- 
cess is retained till the public tires of it, and 
thus night after night, for weeks and 
months, the player speaks the same lines, 
makes the same gestures, and walks, stands, 
sits, kneels, or falls in the same spot. The 
actor’s part becomes second nature, and 
even after the conclusion of the run he finds 
it hard or tmpossible to divorce himself from 
the character he has played so long. - 
Few if any of the players of today aré not 
to some extent addicted to mannerisms. 
They all have them, Henry Irving, Richard 
Mansfield, Sothern, Gillette, Maude Adams, 
Mrs. Fiske, Julia Marlowe, and, last but 
not least, Mr. Drew. His mannerfsms are 
s0 prononced that they form an ®essentia) 
part of the characterizations for which he is 
well known, but probably would unfit him for 
parts with which his pecullarities might 
prove incompatible. 

What makes Mr. Drew’s impersonation of 
Major Bingham in “The Second in Com- 
mand" so delightful is the fact that his 
mannerisms fit exactly into the part and 
give to Mr. Drew’s impersonation an artistic 
finish that could not well be achieved by any 
other actor. 


RS. FISKE continued “The Un- 
welcome Mrs. Hatch ”’ and “A Bit 
of Old Chelsea” until last night, 
BN.

in the cellar of Carnegie Hall, for that is 
just about what the Carnegie Lyceum is. 
These plays attracted curious audiences. 
There were more short-haired women and 
long-haired men in the house than you would 


» gee at a regular theater In the course ofa 


year. But there were also men and women 
whose hair was of normal length. They 
came not only from New York, but from 
Boston and Philadelphia. Mr. Blair had 
every encouragement, but there were some 


troubles in the management and the per- 


formances were given up. They served, 
however, to introduce Mr. Blair to intelli- 
gent audiences. When he played the rdéle of 
Vinicius in ‘‘ Quo Vadis” he showed quite 
another talent. He was then a romantic 
actor of the Alexander Salvinitype. Before 
that he had played in Miss Marlowe's com- 
pany, but never in parts that interested him 
much, though his performances were always 
notable. In “ A Gentleman of France” he 
had a disagreeable part, and he played it as 
though he realized its disagreeableness. If 
Mrs. Campbell had seen him only in that 
play, or if what she knew of him began and 
ended with ‘‘A Gentleman of France,” she 
certainly would not have engaged him for 
her leading man. But she has probably seen 
him in other parts and knows his reputation 
as an actor of unusual intelligence and abil- 
ity.

She has not only 
had trouble with her throat, which has made 
it almost impossible for her to act at times, 
or for her voice to be heard if she did act, 
but. her husband hes been ill, with two 
trained nurses and a doctor in constant at- 
tendance. This naturally was disturbing to 
Mrs. Le Moyne. She broke away once and 
came to see him. But now he ts quite himself 
again and out of danger. ‘‘ The First Duchess 
of Mariborough ’’ was apparently not a good 
choice for a play for Mrs. Le Moyne. It 
lacked the elements of popularity. I don’t 
think she ever had any great confidence in 
it, but her manager believed in it. The play 
is not without cleverness, from al} I hear—I 
have not seen it—but it lacked two vital ele- 
ments, love and humor. You must have one 
or the other in a play, preferably both. 
‘“‘When Knighthood in Flower” is an 
example of what th combined qualities 
can do for a play. 

Mrs. Le Moyne should either play in such 
plays as ‘“‘ In a Balcony ’”’ or she should have 
a comedy part. Any one who saw her in 
“The Moth and the Flame” will remember 
the impression she made as Mrs. Loorimer. 
Although hers was not the star part, she 
carried the play.

CE E. H. Dithmer went to Lon- 
don to represent the New York 
Times that journal has been virtu- 
ally without a dramatic critic.

The Lake street: bridge makes Lake street at this point the con- 
necting link between the retail businesses of the West Side and the whole- 
sale centers in South Water, Lake, and Randolph streets. Not once in six 
months, however, does a hearse find its way past these corners. 
Every day 10,000 suburban passengers cross the Wells street bridge to 
and from the Northwestern Station. Probably 8,000 of these walk in Fifth 
' avenue across Lake street. Of the 800 through passengers who come into 
the station daily, 8560 walk over the Lake street crossing. And these 350 out- 
of-town visitors give the four crossing policemen more concern than do the 
other 10,000. 
| One of the invisible-and unexpected Gangers of this crossing lies in the 
flerce drafts that sweep under the elevated structures, which virtually roof 
these street’ at the crossing. No matter from. which direction the wind 
comes, it drives seemingly from all points of the compass into this meelstrom 
of traffic. Sunlight scarcely touches the pavements here at any season, and 
in midwinter, when the sun is far southward, 
in deep shadow. 
: Because of this absence of sunlight and for the reason that the winter 
winds are so omnipresent, the’ little. squad of officers who man these; four 
corners are accused of having more than their share of colds and distempers.

This! event will occur exactly at noon, and 
Mr. Roosevelt and his advisers will remain 
for about ten minutes—certainly not more.

which meal he will receive the heads of 
the various legations in Washington. 

It would be a great mistake to suppose that 
the Prince is coming here for a good time.

the Prince to make them a visit and to enjoy 
_ the hospitalities of the “ floor,” Tt is to be 
presumed, however, that Henry will spend 


aid, both acting with thé commission. 

There will be no military escort from the 
embassy to the Capitol—only a little proces- 
sion of carriages. The House of Represen- 


commission (Hill, Clark, and Evans) will be 
with the royal guest practically all the time 
from the arrival of the distinguished visitor 
in this country to his final departure. Com- 
mander Cowles is Mr. Roosevelt's brother- 
in-law, as everybody knows, Colonel Bing- 
ham, who has had exceptional opportunities 
of becoming acquainted with the ceremonials 
of foreign courts, and especially that of 
Germany, is acting in an advisory capacity 
to the commission. 

On Thursday, Feb. 27, the Prince will be

propriate reverence at the tomb of the 
Father of His Country. He will then return 
to Washington, und the following morning 
he will go Annapolis. His departure for 
his Southern and Western tour by special 
train is appointed for Saturday, March 1.

Of 
the whole United. States, these places are 
the only ones in which there are more women 
than men. Of them.New Jersey offers the 
most hope, for there are only 149 women left 
over. In New Hampshire there are only 830 
more women than men, so-the chances are 
not so bad there either. But New York has 
almost 50,000 more women than men, and 
Idttle Rhody has 8,000. The District of 
Columbia presents a striking spectacie. 
There, in the home of the government and 
the center of the strenuous life, are 14,700 
more women than men. Ten thousand of 
them are colored. 

Unmarried women who are willing to 
change their condition should hurry to Cali- 
fornia, where 165,000 men couldn't possibly 
get a helpmeet. within their own State. 
Texas is almost as poorly supplied, for 100,- 
080 men would be left lonely in a rush for the 
women folk. In Minnesota there are 113,- 
586 men who are doomed to be bachelors if 
they remain in the State, and in Illinois 124,- 
014 men couldn't get a partner if the entire 
~ eegeamgee of the State were to try to pair 


In the entire United States men prepon- 
derate by 1,815,097. The difference was still 
greater ten years ago. Since then the fe- 
male side of the population has gained 
slightly—a fraction of 1 per cent. 


Why Servants Are Scarce. 

This settles the last lingering doubt as to 
why we have a servant girl problem. With 
almost 2,000,000 males, a girl would be fool- 
ish to do’ somebody else’s housework for 
$12 a month. 

Still there always is the comfort that no 
law compels a person to live up to the sta- 
tistics concerning him. If each human being 
in the United States had to do this, even 
the infant in arms, for instance, would have 
been compelied in the last year to drink six- 
teen gallons of malt liquor, f¢r that is the 
amount that comes to each and every human 
being in the country when all that is con- 
sumed in a year is apportioned equally. 

The figures show that if every individual 
in the country did not get twenty-four and 
one-half bushels of corn and corn meal last 
year some unknown malefactors must hav 
robbed the rest and overeaten themselve 
For the 
cereals shown in these figures must have 
been eaten by somebody. This quantity 
“per capita’ is what was retained in the 
United States for domestic consumption. _ 


Eat Their Weight in Sugar. 


The sweet tooth of Americans has not lost 
any of its weakness, for the consumption of 
sugar in the last year amounted to sixty-five 
pounds for each person. This is almost half 
the weight of a grown man or woman, and 
if the infants and those adults who don’t 
eat sweets are left out of the calculation, it 
means that the great majority of the popu- 
lation has eaten ite weight and more in sugar 
in on ear. 

Su isn’t the only.thing that has “ gotten 
away’ from you if you failed to get your 
share of it. The Census bureau hasn’t be- 
gun to make its pretty colored statistical 
pictures or its frightening charts or its rib- 


’ bon pictures that look like the color bands of 


the spectrum and tell dry stories with horrt- 
fying amounts running up to the billions. 
But with a: hard head that doesn’t soften 
under a severe attack of figures and with a 
discrimination that enables one. to distin- 


guish at a giance between tables showing 


billions and others showing only mere mill- 
fons an expert can find the figures from 
which he may fish exact knowledge concern- 
ing the most insignificant item of mortality 
In the land. 


Each Man’s Share of Liquor. 
Thus, if each and:every person didn’t get 


twenty-two and one-half pounds of raw cot- 


ton for himeelf in the year, either worked 
up into clothes or in bulk, he dftdn't get his 
sharé. Of raw wool the share belonging to 
you was five and three-quarters pounds. Of 
wheat and wheat flour each person should 
have had four and three-quarters bushels. 
The “‘ per capita ’’ consumption of coffée was 
nine and three-quarters pounds, and one 

nd of tea is what each one of us should 
have drunk to keep up his share of the work 
of consumption. Many persons no doubt 
failed to drink the one and one-quarter gal- 
lons of distilled spirits which was their share. 
Wine, was easier, for each person was en- 
titled to only two-fifths of a gallon. But all 
who drink at,all had to drink pretty steadily 
to drink sixteen gallons of malt liquor. 

The cry about the terrors of oleomargarine 
appears to have been too loud, for all the 
oleomargarine on which internal revenue 
taxes were paid in the year amounted to only 
one and three-tenths pounds per head (or, 
stomach). 

otatoes remain a favorite, as they hav 
been since Columbus’ day. Each ng ft had 
two and seventh-tenths bushels for his share. 

It is not likely that any of us wae are not 


engaged in an industry requiring it used the 
seventeen gallons of crude petroleum to 
which we are entitled, so it must have been 
burned up by the barons and octopuses of 
industry.

But the anthracite coal statistics a 
puzzling question that makes one. suspect 
at first sight that figures are not George 
Washingtons. The output of anthracite 
was only large enough to yield 1 1-10 tons for 
each individual. The heade of households 
who have been paying for from ten to fifteen 
tons every year for these many years will 
cry “‘ fraud!’ And how about the railroads 
and factories and vessels thet can’t burn 
soft,coal, and steam-heating plants and the 
countless other wholesale eaters of anthra- 
cite? The exported coal doesn't figure. It 
has been considered in the calculation. ‘ 

Well, the statisticians have to give it up. 
Even the United States can’t obtain figures 
to show how many folks content themselves 

year in and year out with wood for fuel. 
But. there evidently are millions of these 
modest persons, for it is their unused share 


of the coal that we others have been using. 


Plenty of Elbow Room. 


Only a few of us get the elbow room to 
which we are.entitlied. Our statistical pos- 


‘session is one-twenty-fifth, of a square mile. 


But we have been robbed of it by persons 
like the inhabitants of Alaska, who grabbed 
ten square miles each, and the Nevadans, 
every one of whom can spread ‘himself over 
three square miles. In Wyoming. Arizona, 
New Mexico, Montana, and Idaho there is 


- one square mile for every person. We who 


dwell in the crowded States have to be con- 
tent with beggarly allowances, like 1-407th 
of a square mile in Rhode Island, 1-152d in 
New York, 1-140th in Pennsylvania. 1-102d in 
Ohio, 1-120th in Maryland, 1-187th in Con- 
necticut, 1-200th in New Jersey, 1-349th in 
Massachusetts.

all of us were to form a ha fam 
with the plutocrats and trust 
money kings all.hanged or reformed, and 
we were to share and share alike like 
brothers, we would be a pretty poor lot of 
‘relatives.

Money is 
the root of evil, but it will be a mighty small 
root. in division, for every individual’s share 
of all the money in the United States would 


be only $30.66. And each one’s share of - 


the money in actual ‘circulation would be 
only $26.93. Of the coinageof.gold we would 
get only $1.30 each and only 48 cents of the sil- 


;ver. In whacking up the national revenues 


we could get.only $3.89 a head out of the 
Internal Revenue department and the rob- 
ber tariffs would produce only $3.01 for 
each of us if we got our united communal 
claws on it. If we took possession of the 
custom-houses (that first step in rough and 
ready government, as shown in every South 
American republic) and held them all for a 
year, our share of all the stuff that is im- 
ported ‘would give us each only $10.88 worth, 
not much for a year’s waiting. « 


Bills of the Government. 


And in return none of us should go far 
without being confronted with a little bill 
for.our share of the communal expenses. 
The Internal Revenue Collectors, from whom 
we looted $3.89, would expect us to pay back 
five cents for our share of the expense in 
collecting the money. The army and navy 
veterans would hand each of us a bill for 
$1.85, covering our individual share of the 
pensions. The postoffice would bring out a 
little bill for 12 cents to cover the annual 
deficit there. If we didn’t see the Senators 
and Congressmen first they would hold each 
of us’ up for.$5.99, being our share of . the 
money appropriated by the last Congress for 
everything from a feather duster for a com- 
mittee-room to the armor for a battleship. 

The President’s private secretary would 
run out of the White House after us and 
ask us when it would be convenient to pay 
that little bill of three ane-hundredths of a 
cent for the expenses of the Executive de- 
partment. Secretary Hay would become in- 
sistent about: the four-tenths of a cent that 
he needs from each of us to pay the State 
department bills.

T ts about thirty-five years ago 
sinte the first law was passed 
and’the first society in the 
United States organised with 
the special object of preven- 
tion of cruelty to animals. 
Bince its foundation the 
growth of the society has been 
almost unparalleled in the history of organi- 
Zations of its kind. Its rapid development 
alone shows that the society fills a much-feilt 
Want. More has been done in this direction 
in the last thirty years than In the whole 
course of history preceding. 

The first systematic study of the subject 
has been made in & thesis by F. J. Spiegelberg 
of the University of Wisconsin. Animals 
have been more or less protected since the 
beginnings of history, but the reasons for the 
protection have been different in ancient and 
modern times. Where people have been of 
sufficient intelligence to understand their 
best interests they have exercised a certain 
Supervision over the treatthent of anima!s 
from financial motives. 

Philosophical reasons, including the belief 


ip transmigration of souls, have been effec:-_ 


ive in the prevalence of these philosophies. 
Some mations, as the Hindus and ancient 
Egyptians, have worshiped animals. 

The early Catholics were wont to protect. 
animals as @ return for the protection and 
aid which the animals had given the saints 


"im the desert. But the best treatment of 


brutes has come in recent years as a result of 
a feeling of duty, ofa belief in the rights of 
Animals, and 4 desire to see those rights re- 


spected.

happened in Engiand tn 1764. The accused 
had been caught mercilessly lashing a horse. 
He was finally convicted and sentenced to 
pay @ fine on the ground that the horse be- 
lomged to somebody else. Inferentially he 
‘oould have beaten his own horse all he want- 
Twenty-seven years later a compre- 
hensive bill was proposed in the House of 
Céemmons, which brought the idea of the 
rights of animais up to the ether improved 
moral ideas of the age, The bill was lost on 
the ground that it was introducing new prin- 
ciples into criminal law. 

But the following year a law was passed, 
for utilitarian reagons, protecting beasts of 
birden from overwork and rash treatment. 
It was the first law of the kind in the Eng- 
ligh code. 

In 1833 a law was passed which forbade 
Dull and bear baiting, and two years later 
another act forbade certain sports, when 
such prohibition would not “abridge the 
amusements of the lower classes."’

formerly United States Minister to Russia. 
While living in the Czar’s domain Mr. Bergh 
was so impressed with the horror of the 
treatment accorded by the Ruselan peas- 
ants to their animals that on his return he 
Getermined to imauguarte a movement 
against like brutality in his own country. 
He began his crusade with a powerfui 
lecture delivered in Clinton Hall, New York 
ity, in February, 1866. The lecture was 
printed and .epread broadcast % all parts

United States. And when certain New York 
newepapers, which had from the beginning 


ridiculed Bergh’s ideas, flopped over ana

In April, 1866, the “American Society for

The frst lew for the protection of 
domestic animals was enacted by the New 
York Legisiature nine days after the incor- 
poration of the society.

permitted.

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HE recent successful opening 
of a beautiful new children’s 
theater In Boston marks .an- 
other era in the evolution of 
the popular idea that a play- 
house set apart for produc- 

tions for "ttle folks is a neves- 
sfty that is bound to be recog- 


zed. 
Plays for children are not a new thing. 


Many have been written by French drama- 
tists and produce# In Paris. 

In Londén for years the children have 
practically monopolized the theaters at the 
holiday season, when an annua! déluge of 
Christmas pantomimes commences, and 
spectacular plays of “Little Red Riding 
Hood,” “ The Babes tn the Wood,” “ Punch 
and Judy,” *“‘ Jack and the Beanstalk’’ and 
other popular nursery tales hold the boards 
of nearly all the playhouses. Sometimes 
as many as thirty productions of this char- 
acter are crowded into holiday week, and 
the patriotic devotion to Christmas panto- 
mime among Englishmen always.makes a 
success of the festival. Last year “* Shock- 
headed Peter,’’ an adaptation of the old 
German legend, and *“‘ The Man Who Stole 
the Castle’’ delighted the juvenile patrons 
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' of one of the London theaters. ‘‘Cinderella ” 


enjoys an almost annual revival and “Alice 
in Wonderland” is always popular. The 
parts are played by some of the best actors 
and actresses on the stage. Ellaline Terris 
appeared as Alice last year and Seymour 
Hicks was the Mad Hatter, while other ar- 
tists equally well known assumed leading 
parts in ‘“ Simbad the Sailor,’”’ ‘‘ Puss in 
Boots,” and othed Mother Goose produc- 
tions. 

But the idéa of a permanent children’s 
theater is wholly new. The movement began 
in New York andé@ was formally inaugurated 
by Franklin Sargent of the American Acad- 
emy of Dramatic Arts on April 16, 1900, when 
a production of “ Jack the Giant Killer” 
was given at Carnegie Lyceum. This was 


sufficiently well received to warrant the 


tablishment last season of a regular series 


of performances, opening in December and 


extending without interruption through the 
winter. The first play offered was “ The 
Forest Ring,” a charming fairy tale,, fol- 
lowed by the “ Clown and the Locket.” Both 
these plays differed from those heretofore 
put forward for the entertainment of chil- 
dren in that, instead of being merely spec- 
tacular, affairs performed by amateurs for 
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the most part, they were real plays with a 
regular story and plot running through the 
entire performance. 

Charles Barnard, who is a keen student 
of child nature and was one of the authors 
of “The Forest Ring,” says of these per 
formances: “ The audiences were, accord 
ing to adult ideas, vastly impolite. Applause 
was infrequent. The children sat com- 
pletely absorbed in the performance, grasp- 
ing quickly every situation and occasionally 
remarking to their neighbors upon the play 
and itS characters. They displayed fine 
dramatic sense, every person on the stage 
was judged, not by his manner of imper- 
sonating a character, but by the character 
itself. Children are excellent critics of the 
play as a story. They care little for the art 
of the performer.” 

Mr. Barnard has written more than 800 
tales for children, and understands child- 
nature and how to appeal to it perhaps bet- 
ter than any playwright living. He is en- 
thusiastic over the idea of the children’s 
theater regarded from an educational stand- 
point. 

“In a way,” he says, “ there is far more 
responsibility attache@ to the writing of 
children's plays than the writing of plays 
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for adults. One must bear in mind the edu- 
cational aspect of the undertaking and at 
the same time one must have sufficient 
knowledge of the workings of the juvenile 
intellect to present these educational qual- 
ities in so subtie a manner that the child will 
mot discover them.

One of the most beautiful court presenta- 
tion robes has just been designed by Redfern 
for a fashionable Englishwoman, and will 
serve as a model for many other court toil- 
lets. Itis in the Louis XV. style, which the 
great dressmaker has made the fashion, and 
the material is inspired by the Pompadour 
creations. It is white brocade, with gold 
stripes, and has festoons of silver lace, held 
in place by gold and silver tassels, which, as 
I have already hinted in a previous article, 
are at present the rage in Paris. Precious 
stones stud the front of the corsage, and the 
sleeves and neck are filled in with rare point 
lace. The “clou’’ of the gown is the great 
court mantle, of tvory velvet lined with er- 
mine, and studded, like the corsage, with 
precious stones.

It is the common opinion of clergymen and 
others in different parts of the country that 
chaplains of the United States navy are 


the victims of an invidious discrimination 


as compared with other officers of the serv- 
fice. Im fact, they are held to be a much 
abused class. This abuse relates to their 
support, their uniform, and their general 
treatment. They are, it is asserted, under- 
paid, underrated, and underestimated, and 
are not given an equal footing with those 
who occupy similar positions with them in. 


the navy. 

. The feeling against the shabby treatment 
of naval chaplains by government officials 
and officers in the navy has grown so strong 
that recently the Methodist ministers of 
New York voted their asgent to an ex- 
haustive and pertinent criticism delivered 
by the Rev. C. E. Strobridge, D. D., of Stam-. 
ford, Conn. After showing that the chap- 
lain is underpaid by the government in com- 
parison with the salaries drawn by other

turbing action. It would be his worthy 
desire to promote instead of retard the work 
of his corps. Besides, the Secretary of the 
Navy is superior to all the bureaus in his 
department, and he could readily prevent 
any such friction. 

“This bureau would prove efficient in im- | 
proving and keeping at a high grade the 
quality and service of the corps, and, in addi- 
tion, it should be established that in the 
future politics or favoritism must have no 
part in the selection of chaplains.”

| which he inherited from his father, who, it 


may be remembered, died last fall in New 
York at the time of the America cup races. 
These fees are exacted by the crown in 
lieu of the fe@idal services that the nobles 
in olden times were required to furnish to 
the sovereign in returh for the grant of 
dignities, hereditary and otherwise; and the 
fees are heavy, amounting to some 30,000 
francs per title in the case of a new creation 
and half that sum in case of assumption of 
a title by right of inheritance. Thus the 
young Duke of Alba has some two or three 
score of inherited titles, many of them of 
an historic and illustrious character, and 
four of them ducal. On each of these he has 
had to pay a.sum of 15,000 francs, and were 
he to die tomorrow his heir would have to 
pay all the fees afresh. 
Sometimes these fees remain unpaid be- 
-cause those who inherit them have not the 
means to do so. In that event they are not 
allowed to make use'of their ancestral titles, 
and if they do go, they incur penalties of 


to this inability to pay the fees of registra- 
tion, the titles remain in abeyance—that is to 
say, unused—for several generations, and if 
at lemgth the senior heir to honors thus dor- 
mant finés himself possessed of sufficient 


therewith to 


many generations of his forbears as have 
left them unpaid.

The fees for the ezza, which is often 
untitled, are just double the amount to those 
enacted in the case of ordinary nobillary 
titles, and a man on succeeding to his 
father’s grandeeship, even without a title, 
has to pay just twice the sum that he would 
have to pay if his father was merely a Duke. 
The Grandezza constitutes the real aris- 
_tocracy of Spain. Without it titles, no mat- 
ter whether those of Duke, Marquis, or 
Count, although numerous, carry no weight 
or prestige. It is the members of the 
Grandezza alone who enjoy hereditary privi- 
leges. That is to say, if they can show that 
they have an income of $12,000 a year, they 
are entitled to a seat in the Senate, while 
they have likewise the prerogative of serv- 
ing the sovereign as honorary—that is to say, 
unpaid—chamberlains and ladies in waiting.

ness."" The government of San Marino, by 
the bye, has just enacted a law providing 
that henceforth all privileges until .ncow

nobles, either hereditary or by purchase. . 

Switserland, while it does not sell titles, 
like San Marino, nevertheless accords an 
extraordinary importance to aristocratic 
Prejudices, and there is no country in Eu- 
rope where pride of birth and ancestry 
prevails to such an extent or where caste 
feelings are so rampant asin the Helvetian 
republic. I see that the National Legisila- 
ture, basing itself on article 12 of the con- 
stitution, has just decreed that all men 
borne on the roster of the army or holding 
any government office must surrender and 
return any orders and decorations which 
they have received from foreign fovern- 
ments during the last three or four decades. 
Those “who refuse to obey will, if civilian 
officiais, be dismissed, while if belonging to 
the military forces (and practically every 
ablebodied citizen does until the age of 50), 
they will be court-martialed. | 

This measure will cause a deal of 
heart burning, for Swiss officials and mili- 
tary men have never shown any hesitation 
about accepting foreign decorations, and, 


unless I am much mistaken, even Swiss 


diplomats have never been prevented until 

now from accepting honors, of this kind. 
That such a decree as that fist enacted 
should have been paseed is due to the-irri- 
tation of what might be called the middle 
Classes against the patrician element in 
Switzerland.

It was at the tender age of 15 that the mat- 
rimonial microbe first appeared in Moore’s 
system.

breakfast one morning chilled the ardor of 


the youthful husband, and he decamped. A 
child, the result of this union, is one of to- 
day’s exhibits. That was in 1888. Victoria 
Meade, 17; Virginia Péters, 16; Evaline 
Adams, 19; and Alice Burnet, 14, all suc- 
cumbed to the eye within two years. The 
second he met at his mother’sfuneral. But 
Moore got “tared”’ in a week or two, and, 
save for the child, which was the humdn doc- 
ument in each case, the marriage was as if 
it had never been. 

In May, 1891, he wedded Susan Stoulton 
and added one more child to his miscellane- 
ousefamily. Six months later Nancy Puck- 
et, a beauity of 18, became his bride. Joy 
lasted for nine days, and Moore fied. As 
usual, offspring attested the fact, twins be- 
ing now included in his increasing responsi- 
bilities. 


Several Years Without Marrying. 


He married Priscilla Williams in 1892 to 
save her from picking blackberries for a 
living, and yet another child resulted. In 
1898 he was the husband of Charlotte Evans, 
and just,at this time: his frequent absences 
in jail for the gentle act of “‘ moonshining "’ 
made necessary lapses in his marriage rec- 
ord. Minerva Brashears, who became his 
wife in 1894, was 25 and muscular, and chas- 
tised him for getting drunk. Sheand Phebe 
Gaybart, the next incumbent, each contrib- 
uted a child to the Moore clan. 

“A widow, Mrs. Jane Tolson, was his next 
choice. She was 35, and fascinating enough 
to: hold him for five weeks, but when she in- 
sisted that she loved him better than her first 
husband the mountaineer distrotesd her and 
left. A child was born to the deserted bride. 
For a lengthy interval the much-married 
Moore remained in single blessedness. Then 
he gazed into Fannie Robinson's dark eyes 
and was lost. 

‘Married on the thirteenth day of the month 
to his thirteenth wife, this father of thirteen 
children, who-was himself one of a family of 
thirteen and had’ been thirteen times arrest- 
ea for “ moonshining,” touched the crisis of 
his fate.

is on the increase. Dr. J. G. Kiernanof Chi- 
cago, one of the foremost alienists of the 
country, says that if such a situation does 
exist in the profession of school téaching, the 


exactions of the work have far less to do. 
with it than have the physical and mental | 


makeup of the country'’steachers. Dr. Kier- 


" Man insists, however, that figures which, un- 


analyzed, go to show increases in insanity, 
mean nothing. 

Professor Zimm of Berlin seems to have 
Started the question in the attempt to show 
that most women who undertake school 
teaching as a life work usually find them- 
selves in a Innatic asylum before the end, 
From New York reports it was shown that 
in 1889 the State was caring for 8,616 women 
who had become insane while teaching. For 
the year 1897 it was shown that 1,154 women 
from eduipational ranks became insane, as 
against 690 domestics, 139 women factory 
hands, 39 typewriters and clerks, and 14 
artists. 

Dr. Kiernan insists that without careful 
analysis these figures could mean nothing. 


Is Insanity Inrceasing? 


“In general,” said the doctor, “ insanity 
May be on the increase. Perhaps it is, but it 
would be a difficult thing to prove. Why? 
Simply because by unanalyzed figures you 
can prove that the building of a new asylum 
causes an alarming increase of insanity in 
its section of a State. When such figures 
are analyzed, however, we discover that In 
households, everywhere, because of the dis- 
tance to an asylum and cost of transporta- 
tion, cases of chronic Insanity have been 
nursed at home. When a new asylum gocs 
up close at hand these old patients are rushed 
into it and the records become ‘ alarming.’ 

“As a matter of fact, it may be conceded 
that insanity is prevalent among school 
teachers. It does not come from the diffi- 
culties of competitive examinations, how- 
ever, nor from the exactions of:teaching. 
Rather, it will be found to come from the 
fact that school teaching, above almost any 
other work open to women, is likely to at- 
tract the mentally deficient. Once attracted 
to it. nothing is more calculated to admit 
these deficients than is the system of com- 
petitive examinations. 

*“*In the beginning, the whole system of 
competitive examinations In proof of fitness 
and qualifications is folly. In proof of it, 
look at China, the originator of the system, 
and which now has the worst government in 
the world. 


Chance for the Unbalanced. 

“ But with a competitive examination for 
teachers the work easily becomes open to 
the mentally deficient. Long agoit was 
proved that idiots and deficients, who were 
wholly incapable of caring for their per- 
sons, were most proficient in storing up facts 
from text books and encyclopedias. As to 
school teaching, there is no doubt that the 
competitive examination lets in many per- 
eons wholly incapable of teaching. In the 
first place, the ego of the deficient person is 
spurred by the examination test. Then, so- 
cially, the occupation of teacher promises 
him a more exalted place in the social scale. | 
Sooner or later every class of competitive 
examination is dominated by a class of peo- 
ple whose influences make it abortive. Fa- 
voritism develops, and no one, quicker than 
the deficient one, is readier to take advan- 
tage of this. 

“All this would account for the reason of 
chronic insanity among school teachers. 
There are reasons, too, which point to acute 
insanity among teachers coming from their 
environment. The vitiated atmosphere of 
overcrowded schoolroomsis bad. Then there 
are children in every schoolroom who ought 
not to be there. There are mental deficients 
who should be jn institutions devoted to their 
especial care. These children most often are 
versatile liars and mischief-makers, who 
have fool parents ever ready to believe the 
lies and make trouble for the teacher. 

“ There is another evil, too. The average 
teacher is expected to attend teachers’ meet- 
ings and teachers’ institutes and listen to 
twaddie that is talked there. They get no 
pay for it. Most frequently they rob their 
classes of time which has to be made up un- 
der strain. There is no staying away from 
these meetings. The teacher who does at- 
tempt it will get into bad odor; if he goes he 
is conscious of losing time. 

“But as to teachers and teaching, one 
must recognize the teacher that is born to 
work and who sees in it his‘ideal. These 
teachers are on the increase, I think, and if 
the time comes when the occupation no 
longer attracts and holds those whose mental 
deficiencies are marked from birth, the ques- 
‘tion of insanity increasing among teachers’ 
will be answered negatively.”’ 


Teaching Isn’t Healthful Profession. 

Dr. Ogle of London has been quoted on the 
occupation of school teaching with reference 
to teachers’ disposition to tuberculosis, and 
on this point he says: 

“So far as my observation goes, the busi- 
mess of school-teaching is not conducive to 
health and longevity. This observation ap- 
plies with greater force to teachers of ¢le- 
mentary classes whose energies are kept on 
full stretch to satisfy managers and inspect- 
ors and to accomplish results on which their 
income depends. 

“ They have to drill their young pupils, in- 
cluding a large number of blockheads, as 
they in successive generations come un- 
der their sway, in elementary work of con- 
stantly recurring sameness. These teach- 
ers never attain a point where their work 
can afford them real interest. Rules and 
lessons lapse into well-worn routine, and, in- 
stead of awakening interest, deaden it, re- 
ducing the teacher to an educational ma- 
chine, a wheel rotating on its axis and never 
advancing. An occupation of such charac- 
ter is not favorable to the mind.”’ 

Further than this Dr. Ogle is of the opin- 
fon that many teachers fail in both health 
and mind before they pass the examinations 
necessary to make them teachers. Dr. Kier- 
nan combats the idea that the mental regi- 
men of the higher education is disposed to 
weaken sound minds; and tn this observation 
of Ogie’s he finds a proof of his theory of 
congenital weaknesses in teachers. 

If sanity by any reason should be itncreas- 


to be most marked among women teachers. 
For of the 60,000 teachers in the public 
schools of the United States, the women out- 
number the men 20 to 1. The average sal- 
ary of the women school teachers is $800 a 
year, for which she works five days a week 
for a term often months.

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HICAGO is undoubtedly one of the 
greatest theater cities in the 
world, and nowhere in proportion 
are the theaters so well patron- 
# ized as here. This city has, in all, 
twenty theaters where regular 
performances are given, and those 
theaters are visited, in the average, 
90,000 a day. Ten of the twenty theaters 
ure located in the heart of the city, while 
the other ten are ‘situated in the outlying 
gistricts. It is true two of the theaters be- 
to the first group, Studebaker’s and 

he Illinois, are a few squares from the 
courthouse, around which the others are 
ped, but they are classed with the down- 
wn theaters and will be considered as such 
ip the subsequent calculations. The outly- 
ingtheaters are widely scattered over a large 
area, four each being located on the South 
snd the West Sides and two on the North 


“f a peculiar fact that, although numer- 
wally the centrally located theaters hold the 
salance to the outlying theaters, the latter 
mjoy a much larger patronage than th¢for- 
mer. While the average daily attendance of 
wedown-town theaters aggregates less than

20,000, that of the outlying theaters agegre- 
gates more than 30,000. The proportion is 
even more favorable for the outlying the- 


aters if one considers the fact that many of 


the large theaters in the heart of the city 
give but one or two matinées a week and 
close their doors during the hot summer 
months, while nearly all the outlying the- 
aters continue their performances all the 
year round, giving two performances every 
day in the year. Another important factor 
is that some of the principal theaters are 
usually closed on Sundays, @ fact which 
tends to reduce the weekly average of at- 
tendance considerably. 

The first-class theaters in the central dis- 
trict are principally patronized by those who 
can afford to pay the high prices charged 
for admission. Of course there are some 
theatérs down-town, like the Olympic, the 
Chicago Opera-House, Dearborn, and the 


.Great Northern, where lower prices are 


charged, but even those houses are only pat- 
ronized by the comparatively prosperous, 
The reasons are obvious. The prices, al- 
though low, compared with those of the 
first-class houses, like the Grand Opera- 
House and Powers’ Theater, are still beyond

the reach of the majority, and they are also 


too far away from the poor residence dis- 


tricts to be accessible to those who cannot 
afford to ride to the theater in a street car. 

The outlying theaters are almost entirely 
dependent for their support upon the less 
prosperous classes of the population, and for 
that reason are popular institutions in a 
truer sense than the theaters down-town. 
It is also true that, for the same reason, the 
outlying theaters are more important edu- 
cational factors than the theaters frequent- 
ed by the rich. The wealthy people do not 
depend for their education upon the theater 
to the same extent as the poorer classes. 
They have ample means to educate them- 
selves and their children by good reading, 
social] intercourse, and traveling, while the 
poor people, after they have outgrown the 
public school, derive all further education 
from newspapers and the theaters. 


There are, undoubtedly, many cynics who 


doubt the educational value of the shows is patronized by a good class of people and, 


offered by the outlying theaters to their pa- 
trons. They are right in some cases, but 
decidedly wrong if the value of the outlying 
theaters as a whole is considered. There

jority of the patrons of the outlying theaters 
consists of persons quite as critical in their 
tastes and quite as capable of criticising as

It may seem str&nge, 


patrons. 
The attractions offered by a successful 
theater indicate better than anything else 
the intellectual caliber of its audiences. 
Take, for example, one of the outlying the- 
aters of the South Side, the Columbus, It 


is rapidly gaining in popularity. When the 
theater was opened last November as a 


stock house the management thought that 


melodramas would be the best attraction

to offer, but it soon discovered that such was 
not the case. The patrons demanded some- 
thing better and the character of the at- 
tractions and of the company has since been 
steadily improved until it has reached a com- 
paratively high standard. Some of the best 
standard plays, like ‘‘ The Charity Ball,’ 
“‘ Secret Service,’’ ‘‘ The Greatest Thing In 
the World,’’ ‘‘ Gismonda,” ‘‘ Carmen,” and 
**Children of the Ghetto,” have been pro- 
duced in a creditable manner and have 
proven beyond doubt that there is an increas- 
ing demand for a better class of dramatic at- 
tractions at popular prices. The manage- 
ment of that house recognizes that fact and 
intends to produce many other plays of sim- 
ilar character, like ** Cleopatra,’’ ** La Tos- 
ca,’’ ‘* Under the Red Robe,” and “ The Great 
Ruby.”’ 

Hopkins’ Theater has had a similar ex- 
perience. It was found by the management 
that there was a demand for good and even 
classical plays at popular prices, and the 
fact that plays Wke ‘“‘ Romeo and Juliet,” 
“Quo Vadis," “ Robert Emmet,” Cleo- 
patra,”’ “Camille,” Virginius,” “Oliver 
Twist,” and others attracted large crowds 
tends to prove that the taste of the people

who patronize the outlying theaters, or at 
least some of them, Is by no’ means of an 
inferior character. The change from a stock 
company theater to a vaadeville house has 
been decided upon by Colonel Hopkins, not 
because the legitimate drama did not pay, 
but because larger interest, involving the 
success of a number of vaudeville houses 
in different parts of the country, were at 
stake and depended upon that change. : 


Another house which offers a good class 
of attractions is the Criterion, one of the 
two North Side houses. The patrons of that 
theater are qiite critical and have no taste 
for lurid melodramas of the blood and thun- 
der variety. They accept good emotional 
plays and melodramas of a refined order, 
but give a decided preference to plays like 
Little Waifs,’’ Down Mobile,”’ “ On 
the Suwanee River,” “ Night Before Christ- 
mas,’ Chattanooga,” and Fast Mail.’’ 
The Bijou Theater, on the corner of Jack- 
son boulevard and Halsted street, is mostly 
patronized by persons of the poorer 
class. The taste of the patrons of that 
house runs more to thrilling melodramas, 
with an abundance of spilled gore, holdups, 
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heroic rescues of the heroines, and as much 

shooting, stabbing, and slugging as possib‘e. 

Plays of that description, like ‘‘ The Great 
Train Robbery,” “The James Boys in 

Missouri,"" and “A Thoroughbred Tramp,” 

have been eminently successful from a 

financial standpoint. The conditions at the 

Alhambra are quite similar, and burlesques, 

lower farce comedies, and thrilling meto- 

dramas seem to suit the taste of the patrons 

of that house better than any other kind of 
attraction. 

People’s Theater and the Academy of 
Music, both West Side houses, occupy a pos!- 
tion between Hopkins’ or the Columbus and, 
the Bijou. They offer a little better grade.

The long runs have much to do with the 
mannerisms that fasten themselves on the 
players. A play that proves a financial suc- 
cess is retained till the public tires of it, and 
thus night after night, for weeks and 
months, the player speaks the same lines, 
makes the same gestures, and walks, stands, 
sits, kneels, or falls in the same spot. The 
actor’s part becomes second nature, and 
even after the conclusion of the run he finds 
it hard or impossible to divorce himself from 
the character he has played so long. 

Few if any-of the players of today aré not 

to some extent addicted to mannerisms. 
They all have them, Henry Irving, Richard 
Mansfield, Sothern, Gillette, Maude Adams, 
Mrs. Fiske, Julia Marlowe, and, last but 
not least, Mr. Drew. His mannerfsms are 
s0 prononced that they form an essentia] 
part of the characterizations for which he is 
well known, but probably would unfit him for 
parts with which his peculiarities might 
prove incompatible. 

What makes Mr. Drew’s impersonation of 
Major Bingham in “The Second in Com- 
mand” so delightful is the fact that his 
mannerisms fit exactly into the part and 
give to Mr. Drew’s !mpersonation an artistic 
finish that could not well be achieved by any 
other ‘actor.

There is going to be no ma- 
terial increase in the movement from first 
hands to market, all advices agree on that, 
and we are going to decrease our stocks 
weekly.

It is 
no wonder, when one considers that the hogs 
are being chopped up every day into all kinds 
of cuts not speculative, because the changed 
conditions have made new markets for all 
kinds of fresh pork stuff. When a Lan- 
cashire mechanic or mill operative can buy 
a Chicago pork chop in Liverpool as cheap 
as a Chicago workman can and get it as 
fresh and nice it would seem as if condi- 
tions had changed some, and that is only one 
instance of the difference between the mar- 
keting of the product now and when some 
of the present generation of Chicago traders 
were young. I believe the present values of

ons.’’

This, it is stated, has been taken advantage 
of by some shippers, who have Sent the 
wheat to continental ports, where there was 
discrimination against the Canadian wheat, 
thereby substituting the foreign wheat for 
the American. As soon as this was known 
abroad, Berlin immediately cabled the 
Produce Exchange, tnquiring if such in- 
spection were permitted. On reply being 
made, it was demanded that an alteration 
be made in the method of inspection here, or 
orders would be sent elsewhere. To this 
reply was given that on and after Feb. 15 
wheat grown outside of the Unjted States 
would be inspected only as in bond.”’

FEAR LONDONERS 
MAY BECOME BLACK 


German Scientist Alarmed at Effect 


of Soot on Their Com- 
plexions. 


OR a long time social London has been 

considering the effect of its atmos- 

phere upon creme marquise complex- 

ions. Now German science has taken 

hold of the question and has stirred 
even the bewhiskered denizen of the world’s 
metropolis by predicting the time when the 
typical Londoner shall be a black man. He 
says: 


“A mud-laden river flows through the 


filth-coked city under a smoke-clogged sky: 
The air that the Londoners breathe is tinted 


with soot. The complexion of the average 


Londoner is becoming more and more sallow, 
and in the not distant future London-bred 
men and women will be black through ab- 
sorption of dirt and soot pigments.” 


With this characterization of London and 


this prophecy as to the ultimate effect of un- 
clealiness upon Londoners, the question has 
come home to Chicago. A few months ago 
Tue TRIBUNE proved that the lungs of the 
Chicago citizen are patched with black just 
im proportion to the time that he has lived 
in Chicago, and accordingly as the smoke 
inspector in home and office neighborhoods 
has not done his duty. Is the future Chi- 
cagoan to shade away from the faint mu- 
latto to a genuine black? 


No Danger of Becoming Black. 


“Never,” says Dr. William Allen Pusey, 
professor of dermatology in the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons. People don’t get 
black in that way. It would be impossible 
for soot and dirt pigments to get into the 
circulation and be deposited through the 
capillaries into the tissue, and just us ab- 
surd is the idea that an incrustation of dirt 
and soot on the skin could work into the 
pores to an extent discoloring it perma- 
nently. 

‘‘What has made people black or brown 
or yellow? It has been nature’s effort at 
protecting them from tropic and _ semi- 
tropic suns, From a point of physics this 
may seem odd to the layman when he knows 
that a black hat in the sun will grow warmer 
than a white one. But the protection to the 
body, through tan, comes in another way. 

‘* As a general proposition the human skin 
is almost transparent. In the white person 
the actinic rays of the sun when they shine 
hot upon the skin tend to pierce the skin 
to the delicate tissue below, making inflam- 
mation in the form of blisters. If nature 
could do nothing to protect the white skin 
these blisters would sink deeper and deeper, 
finally producing ulcers. 

‘‘ But the irritation of the skin from these 
actinic rays stimulates the system to de- 
posit pigment in the skin just as near the 


surface as is possible. Thisis the‘ tanning’ 


process. It may be more active in one per- 
son than in another, hence one person may 
tan much more than another; again there 
are people who do not tan appreciably under 
any circumstances. 


Shading by Tanning Process. 


*“ Beginning with the supposition that in 
the first of things all men were white, it is 
easy to account for the shadings of the races 
from white to black, simply by this tanning 
process. 

“To prove that tanning is simply a pro- 
tective measure against actinic rays of light, 
@ man will tan as readily from exposure to 
the X-ray in photography as he will tan in 
the sun. If the X-ray exposure is kept up 
too long, ulcers and a deep-seated inflamma- 
tion will result. 

‘*‘To my mind, the Eskimo, asa race, will 
dispose of the theory of this German profes- 
sor. Personally he is one of the most filthy of 
men. In his squalid habitation he breathes 
smoke and soot; he doesn’t wash himself; 
he pays no attention to cleanliness and his 
ancestors have been as careless of it as he 
for ages. Yet when you wash the Eskimo 
he {s a white man—white, simply because the 


| hedt of the sun has not blackened him; white. 


because no environment of smoke, soot, and 
dirt can make a white man black.’’. 

Dr. Pusey’s statements should have a 
tendency to quiet Londoh’s uneasiness. Lon- 
don has never made much distinction in the 
matter of racial color lines, but as one over- 
anxious journal says of the possible fulfill- 
ment of the German savant’s prophecy: 

“Such a catastrophe must be averted at 


any cost, if only to enable us to retain the 


respect of the American people.”’

Yet at 
Lake street and Fifth avenue—by far the noisiest corner in down-town 
Chicago—seventy-five vehicle movements are possible there in 60 sec- 
onds, and between 4:30 and 7 o’clock in the afternoon more than 8,000 


' Suburban passengers to the Northwestern Station troop across Lake street 


At such times four big poliee 
officers are busy with uplifted clubs, and the thunder and squall and jar of | 
the elevated trains overhead make a pandemonium of sound that is almost —

IMBER wolves are terrorizing the in- 
habitants of northern Minnesota this 
winter. 
Not only are there many more wolves 
in this section than ever before, but 
the beasts are experiencing a famine, and 
every road and trail from the outskirts of 
Duluth to the Rainy River ie beset with dan- 
ger to human life. Every returning cruiser 
and explorer from the North brings stories 
of the extraordinary perils men have en- 
countered by attack, or pursuit, by wolves. 
In summer and autumn, during the daysof 
prosperity for the wolves, one might go from 


Duluth to Fort Francis without seeing or 


hearing one of these animals. The famine 
which exists for the wolves this winter is 
occasioned by the unusually light snowfall. 
The woods are full of deer and in winter 
the wolves depend upon pulling down veni- 
son. But it is a difficult matter for a wolfto 
overhaul a deer unless there is considerable 
enew on the ground. The sharp hoofs of the 
Geer cut through to the ground while the 
fiat, furry feet of the wolf do not penetrate 
heavy snow more than three or four inches, 
and when pursued under these conditions 
the deer quickly tires out and falls a victim 
to its mercilesa@ enemy. It may be remarked 
parenthetically that there is a great con- 
troversy in Minnesota, a sort of annual de- 


’ bate through the State press, whether or not 


@ wolf caf run down a deer when there is 
little or no snow on the ground. 8. F. Fuller- 
ton, executive agent of the State Game and 
Fish commission, says that a wolf cannot, 
while the timber cruisers and explorers, 
who have a deep and abiding contempt for 
the opinions of a game warden who wears 
a white shirt, declare that a wolf can and 
does. But the fact remains that the woods 
are filled with deer and the wolves are con- 
fronted with famine. : 
As near as can be learned, the wolves ar 

not taking any deer unless the latter, when 
pursued, take to a lake and fall on the ice. 
Driven to desperation by hunger the wolves 
are unusually bold in their depredations on 


the sheep, cattle, and hogs of the settlers. 


oe Afraid to Go Out at Night. 

For the first time in the history of logging 
operations in northern Minnesota woodem 
are afraid to go any distance from camp 
after nightfall. Even when traveling in 
numbers and armed ‘they are afraid of being 
pounced upon by a pack. 

Among the many-adventures with wolves 
rted lately are a few of thrilling inter- 
The most extraordinary was that of 

Paul McKay, a tiemaker. He was working 
on a small contract thirty miles northwest 
of Duluth, getting out ties for a logging road. 
One night in the latter part of January he 
worked later than usual, and it was already 
dark when he started for camp, two miles 
away. McKay had not thought seriously of 
danger from wolves, though he knew that 
i“ existed. He had scarcely got started for 
camp before the woods resounded with the 
howle of wolves. McKay was instantly panic- 


stricken. He took to his heels and ran for his

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life, but he was soon aware that the wolves 
had scented him and were after him. McKay 
realized that his only hope lay in climbing a 
tree, and he hurriedly scrambled into a pop- 
lar about six inches in diameter. In lese than 
two minutes the panting, almost exhausted, 
and terrified man was looking down at three 
wolves. Their eyeballs glowed like balls of 
fire, and McKay was so scared that he was 
afraid he would fall out of the tree from 
sheer terror. Then something extraordinary 
happened. Two of the wolves fell upon the 
third and killed and devoured it. It was a 
terrible fight for a short time. Then the 
other two wolves quarreled and fought, and 
finally left the tree, continuing their hostti- 
ity toward each other, snapping and barking, 
until they could be no longer heard. McKay 
was still afraid to come down from his un- 
comfortable perch. ‘He shouted for help, and 
then noticed that he was becoming weak and 
deadly cold. He attempted to change his 
position, and made the discovery that blood 
was flowing from the back of his right hand. 
He had’‘hurt it on the stub of a broken limb 
while climbing into the tree, and in the ex- 


chement had not noticed it. While attempt- . 


ing to bandage the wound with his hand- 
kerchief voices were heard in the road, and 
two men with lanterns and rifies in their 
hands approached. They had heard the 
wolves, and, observing that McKay had not 
returned ait the usual time, had ‘gone in 
search of him. 3 | 
MeKay half fell and half climbed out of the 
tree. He told of how the wolves had fallen 
upon one another, and the men who had 
come to the rescue said that their conduct 
was easy to explain. Bome of the blood 
from McKay's torn hand had fallen on one 
of the brutes, and the others, smelling it, and 
locating it upon their companion, had torn 
him to plecesa, Thetwo survivors, both being 
wounded in the struggle, and probably bleed- 


ing, were disposed to eat each other up, but,. 
their 


their hunger having been satisfied, 
ferocity was temporarily abated. Doubtless 
they fell victims to other wolves who smelled 
the blood upon them. 


Bear Roam Duluth Streets. 


Deer and bear have both been killed within 
the city limits of Duluth within the last year 


me or two, but it was this winter, for the first 


time, that a man has been pursued by wolves 
within those limits. On Feb. 2 George Rohr, 
a Duluth boilermaker, was directed by James 
Dacey, proprietor of the Gogebic iron works, 
to hire a lvery horse, drive to Knife River, 
and make some repaire in a locomotive for 
Alger, Smith & Co. After completing his 
work he started at dusk to return tothe city, 
a distance of about eighteen miles. After 
passing French River five or six wolves start- 
ed in pursuit of the sleigh. Their howls 
struck through the clear, still air like a knife 
and Rohr, who was unarmed, gave the fright- 
ened horse freereinandthe whip. The horse 


was a well-bred animal and the road was: 


good. Rohr said that the horse actually 
gained on the wolves for the first mile and 
then they gained on the horse.

At last the wolves were only fifty feet be- 
hind. Rohr began throwing his tools at 
them, reserving a heavy hammer for the life 
and death fight which he now believed in- 
evitable. While thus engaged Rohr hap- 
pened to notice some rabbits in the bottom 
of the sleigh. He had bought them from a 
boy at Knife River to take home to his wife. 
He was instantly inspired by a new hope. 
There were three rabbits and Rohr experi- 
mented by throwing out one. It had the de- 
sired effect of halting the entire pack. The 
rabbit was but a morse! for half a dozen half 
famished wolves, and again they came on 
with loud, fierce cries. But the rapidly tir- 
ing horse had gained a few hundred feet by 
the delay and at the proper time Rohr threw 
out another rabbit. 

The wolves fought for a moment over this 
and again did the horse increase the distance 
between the sleigh andthe pack. This was 
repeated once more and the rabbits were 
gone, but before the beasts could overtake 
the sleigh again the horse Gashed up to 4 
point opposite the Duluth pumping station, 
nine miles east of the City Hall. This meant 
safety for man and horse. The pursuit had 
covered more than three miles and it proved 
a close call for man and horse. : 


Horseman Pursued by Wolves. 

George M. Smith Jr.8 gon of George M. 
Smith, general agent of the Chicago, &t. 
Paul, Minneapolis and Omaha road, in Du- 
luth, had a terrifying experience with wolves 
near Hibbing recently. He wasriding horse- 
back from one of Powers & Simpson's camps 
to another, about nightfall, ana was pur- 
sued by wolves for several miles. Smith had 
a good revolver anda full box of cartridges 
with him. He says that there were not less 
than a dogen wolves in the pack. He fired 


into the pack several] times before he wound- 


ed one of the beasts, and they showed un- 
usual @isregard for firearms. One wolf was 
Killed outright by a shot, and es far as Smith 
could tell these two were the only animals 
that were hit. The dead and wounded wolves 
wére both devoured by their companions. 
The revolver was what eaved Smith, for his 
horse was a scrub. When he arrived at the 
camp Smith was.so red and faint that he 
required assistance to dismount, 

Of all the wild animals foundin the North- 
west the great gray timber wolf is most | 
feared. It is only in winter that the animal 
is dangerous. The howl of the wolf in winter 
is fear-inepiring and dread. The gray golf 
is not as cunning as a fox, but it is just as 
wise. The wolf, even when pressed by hun- 
ger, will shun poisoned meat, no matter how 
cleverly the decoy has been placed. He is 
wise to the tricks of man to compass his de- 
struction. They are afraid of firearms, in- 
stinctively guessing their danger. The wolf 
is cowardly and cruel, but harmless when 
his stomach is full. He is one of the uncom- 
promising foes of civilization.

After dinner 
the President and e Prince will leave 
Washington together for Jersey City, ac- 
companied by the ladies of the Roosevelt 
family and distinguished guests. The night 
of Monday, Feb. 24, will be spent in New 
York, and on the following day the yacht of 
his imperial Majesty, the German Emperor, 
will be launched at Shooter Island. 

On Thursday, Feb. 27, early in the morn- 
ing, the Prince will again arrive in Washing- 
ton: from New York, and will be escorted to 
the German Embassy—this time by only a 
couple of troops of cavalry. He will be met 
at the railway station by the members of the 
Reception committee, and by the naval and 
military aids, Commander Cowles and Col-

be careful not to dwell in New York, 
New Hampshire, Massachusetts, 
Rhode Island, New Jersey, Maryland, 

Virginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, 
or Georgia, or the District of Columbia. Of 
the whole United. States, these places are 
the only ones in which there are more women 
than men. Of them New Jersey offers the 
most hope, for there are only 149 women left 
over. In New Hampshire there are only 830 
more women than men, so the chances are 
not so bad there either. But New York has 
almost 50,000 more women than men, and 
TAttle Rhody has 8,000. The District of 
Columbia presents a striking spectacle. 
There, in the home of the government and 
the center of the stremuous life, are 14,700 
more women than men. Ten thousand of 
them are colored. 

Unmarried women who are willing to 
change their conditian should hurry to Call- 
fornia, where 165,000 men couldn't possibly 
get a helpmeet within their own State.. 
Texas is almost as poorly supplied, for 109,- 
080 men would be left lonely in a rush for the 
women folk. In Minnesota there are 113,- 
586 men who are doomed to be bachelors if 
they remain in the State, and in Illinois 124,- 
014 men couldn't get a partner if the entire 
eon of the State were to try to pair 


In the entire United States men prepon- 
derate by 1,815,097. The difference was still 
@reater ten years ago. Since then the fe- 
male side of the population has gained 
slightly—-a fraction of 1 per cent. 


Why Servants Are Scarce. 


This settles the last lingering doubt as to 
why we have a servant girl problem. With 
almost 2,000,000 males, a girl would be fool- 
ish to do’ somebody else’s housework for 
$12 a month. 

Still there always is the comfort that no 
law compels a person to live up to the sta- 
tistics concerning him. If each human being 
in the United States had to do this, even 
the infant in arms, for instance, would have 
been compelled in the last year to drink six- 
teen gallons of malt liquor, f¢@r that is the 
amount that comes to each and every human 
being in the country when all that is con- 
sumed in a year is apportioned equally. 

The figures show that if every individual 
in the country did not get twenty-four and 
one-half bushels of corn and corn meal last 
year some unknown malefactors must hav 
robbed the rest and overeaten themselve 
horribly on unearned cereals. For the 
cereals shown in thesé figures must have 
been eaten by somebody. This quantity 
“per capita’’ is what was retained in the 
United States for domestic consumption, _ 


Eat Their Weight in Sugar. 


The sweet tooth of Americans has not lost 
any of its weakness, for the consumption of 
Sugar in the last year amounted to sixty-five 
pounds for each person: This is almost half 
the weight of a grown man or woman, and 
if the infants and those adults who don’t 
eat sweets are left out of the calculation, it 
means that the great majority of the popu- 
lation has eaten ite weight and more in sugar 
in one year. 

Sugar isn’t the only thing that has “ gotten 
away’ from you if you failed to get your 
share of it. The Census bureau hasn't be- 
gun to make its pretty colored statistical 
pictures or its frightening charts or its rib- 
bon pictures that look like the color bands of 
the spectrum and tell dry stories with horrit- 
fying amounts running up to the billions. 
But with a: hard head that doesn't soften 
under a severe attack of figures and witha 
discrimination that enables one. to distin- 
guish at a giance between tables showing 
billions: and others showing only mere mill- 
jons an expert can find the figures from 
which he may fish exact knowledge concern- 
ing the most insignificant item of mortality 
In the land. 


Each Man’s Share of Liquor. 

Thus, if each and-every person didn't get 
twenty-two and one-half pounds of raw cot- 
ton for himeelf in the year, either worked 
up into clothes or in bulk, he didn’t get his 
sharé. Of raw wool the share belonging to 
you was five and three-quarters pounds. Of 
wheaf and wheat flour each person should 
have had four and three-quarters bushels. 
The “ per capita ’’ consumption of coffee was 
nine ana three-quarters pounds, and one 
nd of tea is what each one of us should 

have drunk to keep up his share of the work 
of consumption. Many persons no doubt 
failed to drink the one and one-quarter gal- 
lons of distilled spirits which was their share. 
Wine was easier, for each person was en- 
led to Only two-fifths of a gallon. But all 


who drink at,all had to drink pretty steadily | 


to drink sixteen gallons of malt liquor. 

The cry about the terrors of oleomargarine 
‘appears to have been too loud, for all the 
oleomargarine on which interna] revenue 
taxes were paid in the year amounted to only 
one and three-tenths pounds per head (or, 
rather, stomach). 

Potatoes remain a favorite, as they have 
been since Columbus’ day. Each of us had 
two and seventh-tenths bushels for his share.

engaged in an industry requiring it used the 
seventeen gallons of crude petroleum to 
which we are entitled, so it must have been 
burned up by the barons and octopuses of 
industry. It is probable, too, that many pri- 
vate persons went ‘‘ shy "’ on their share of 
two and one-fifth tons of bituminous coal. 


Small Proportion of Coal. 

But the anthracite coal statistics a 
puzzling question that makes one suspect 
at first sight that figures are not George 
Washingtons. The output of anthracite 
was only large enough to yield 1 1-10 tons for 
each individual. The heads of households 
who have been paying for from ten to fifteen 
tons every year for these many years will 
cry “fraud!” And how about the railroads 
and factories and vessels that can’t burn 
soft,coal, and steam-heating plants and the 
countless other wholesale eaters of anthra- 
cite? The exported coal doesn't figure. It 
has been considered in the calculation. 

Well, the statisticians have to give it up. 


Even the United States can’t obtain figures 


to show how many folks content themselves 
year in and year out with wood for fuel. 
But there evidently are millions of these 
modest persons, for it is their unused share 


of the coal ‘that we others have been using. 


Plenty of Elbow Room. 


Only a few of us get the elbow room to 
which we are entitled. Our statistical pos- 
‘session is one-twenty-fifth, of a square mile. 
But we have been robbed of it by persons 
like the inhabitants of Alaska, who grabbed 
ten square miles each, and the Nevadans, 
every one of whom can spread himself over 
three square miles. In Wyoming. Arizona, 
New Mexico, Montana, and Idaho there is 
one square mile for every person. We who 
dwell in the crowded States have to be con- 
tent with beggarly allowances\ like 1-407th 
of a square mile in Rhode Island, 1-152d in 
New York, 1-140th in Pennsylvania, 1-102d in 
Ohio, 1-120th in Maryland, 1-187th in Con- 
necticut, 1-200th in New Jersey, 1-349th in 
Massachusetts.

Small Share of Cash. 


If all of us were to form a ha family, 
with the plutocrats and trust dues and 
money kings all. hanged or reformed, and 
we were to share and share alike like 
brothers, we would be a pretty poor lot of 
‘relatives. Naturally. in the ideal State we 
would first divide all the money. Money is 
the root of evil, but it will be a mighty small 
root. in division, for every individual’s share 
of all the money in the United States would 
be only $30.66. And each one’s share of 
the money in actual circulation would be 
only $26.93. Of the coinage/of.gold we would 
get only $1.30 each and only 48 cents of the sil- 
,ver. In whacking up the national revenues 
we could get. only $3.89 a head out of the 
Interrial Revenue department and the rob- 
ber tariffs would produce only §3.01 for 
each of us if we got our united communal 
claws on it. If we took possession of the 
custom-houses (that first step in rough and 
ready government, as shown in every South 
American republic) and held them all for a 
year, our share of all the.stuff that is im- 
ported ‘would give us each only $10.88 worth, 
not much for a year’s waiting. \ 


Bills of the. Government. 


And in return none of us should go far 
_without being confronted with a little bill 
‘for.our share of the communal expenses. 
The Internal Revenue Collectors, from whom 
we looted $3.89, would expect us to pay back 
five cents for our share of the expense in 
collecting the money. The army and navy 
veterans would hand each of us a bill for 
$1.85, covering our individual share of the 
pensions. The postoffice would bring out a 
little bill for 12 cents to cover the annual 
deficit there. If we didn’t see the Senators 
and Congressmen first they would hold each 
of us’ up for.$5.99, being our share of - the 
money appropriated by the last Congress for 
everything from a feather duster for a com- 
mittee-room to the armor for a battleship. 

, The President’s private secretary would 
run out of the White House after us and 
ask us when it would be convenient to pay 
that little .bill of three ane-hundredths of a 
cent for the expenses of the Executive de- 
partment. Secretary Hay would become in- 
sistent about the four-tenths of a cent that 
he needs from each of us to pay mrs 
department bills. The Secretary 
Treasury would’ demand §1. 31 and the Secre-

tary of War would go through us afterall 
that and try to possess himself of $1.80. We 
would get away by paying only 74 cents to 
the navy. Then if we had only five cents 
left and wanted it for car fare we would have 
to escape the Agricultural department, to 
which we owe just that sum. 

And ‘then we would have to give our note 
for $9.04, which is the “ per capita ”’ — 
country. 


Not Much vs the Banks. 

So it is to be feared that even the poorest 
of us would only grow poorer under the ar- 
rangement. Even if we broke open all the 
national banks in the country from -the At- 
lantic to the Pacific and divided all the 
money that is on deposit there today we 
would get only $43 as an individual share. 
But we couldn't keep it long. for in- 
stance, the railroads of the land got after 
us to pay for their construction, which, of 
course, would be only fair if everythin be- 
longed to everybody, every person's share 
of the cost would be $163. 


Unless we got revenue for freight carrying 


out of our railroads we never could get back 
that $168. Certainly we could not get it back 
in individual transportation, for, if all the 
persons in the country made up their minds 
to ride on all the railroad trains at once, only 
one in forty-eight would be able to get a 

seat. That would be a terrible strain on a 
love, fellowship, 
equality, and fraternity. Butnot only would 


most of us be unable to get a seat, most of 


us would be unable even to get on a passen- 
ger’train. If all the population wanted to 
ride at once and all the passenger cars in 


the country were pressed into service, 2,914 | 


persons would be trying to get,on each car. 


‘If only sixty could be carried comfortably | 
‘in a car all the trains of the United States 


would have to make forty-eight trips to 
carry the people. 
Plenty of Work to Do. 

Communigm would work out badly in many 
other ways. For instance, our exports bring 
a great part of the country’s wealth to us. 
They. would naturally have to be kept up. 
Of course, in an ideal State we could not ex- 
pect to make the longshoreman brother to 
the ox by expecting him(te do more than 
our own. share of the labor. of loading the 
ships. Tf each person had to carry his share 
of the exports of last year abroad he would 
have to work like a horse. Merely to furnish 
the rest of the world the most necessary food- 
stuffs, each of us would have to tote this light 
and. dainty collection of materia]: , 144 bush- 


els of Wheat,.% barrel of: flour, 8 tins of | 


canned beef, 4 pounds of fresh beef, 3-5 
pound of salted and pickled meat, 1% pounds 
of salted and pickled pork, 1.1 pounds of

Still, though we would have to work harder 
to do our share of the labor, we would be less 
poor in money than we were only thirty-four
